|SPAIN’S HAUGHTY REPLY 


Her Commissioners Say They Can- 
not Permit Discussion of How 
Borrowed Money Was Spent. 


PHILIPPINE DEBT THE ISSUE 


Spaniards Claim We Cannot Debate 
the Validity of the Pledge of the 
Philippine Resources’ to 
Spain’s Creditors. \ 


PARIS, Nov. 17.—The clerical force of the 
American Peace Commission was busy 
nearly all last night in translating the 
Spanish memorandum presented at yester- 
day’s joint session. While the translators 
and typewriters were rendering the Spanish 
argument into printed English, counsel for 
the American Commission studied it sheet 
by sheet, making notes of records to be ex- 
amined and of law points bearing on the 
matter in hand. As a result, when the 
Americans gathered for their daily session 
to-day the Spanish presentment lay before 
them in English, ready for consideration 
and accompanied by data bearing upon it. 

No unofficial person knows the contents of 
the document presented by the Spanish 
Commissioners yesterday, but it is safe to 
assume that, added to her insistence on the 
reservation of her Philippine sovereignty 
and her proposition to arbitrate the con- 
struction of the third article of the proto- 


col, Spain has made two other important 
statements: 

First—That, on the high ground of finan- 
cial probity, she cannot allow any discus- 
sion here of the validity of her action in 
pledging the resources of the Philippines for 
the payment of the Philippine debt. 

Second—Tha‘ in connection with the 
American proposal to reimburse Spain for 
her pacific expenditures in the Philippines, 
she cannot admit of any inquiry as to how 
she has spert the proceeds of the loans 
based on the Philippine pledges. 

If Spain has assumed this attitude, and it 
is believed she has done so, she practically 
compels the American Commissioners to 
consider at least the entire are ge debt 
and its assumption by the United States or 
the Philippine Islands as a condition to 
Spain’s amicable surrender of her sover- 
eignty over those islands. 

It is difficult to understand how the 
Americans can reply to this in any other 
manner than by strictly outlining their po- 
sition and giving the Spaniards a time limit 
in which to -wecept the propositions of the 
United States. But the American Com- 
missioners may patiently continue their en- 
deavors to arrive at an amicable under- 
standing on the subject. 

The Matin to-day, in reviewing the history 
of the late war, criticises the Americans’ at- 
titude in regard to the Philippine Islands, 
and says Prince Bismarck on one occasion 
remarked that ‘‘ when you have your knee 
on a nation’s neck you should masse her 
cough out all you can,” adding: 

“It is possible the United States now re- 
members this brutai maxim, and it is also 
possible the United States has forgotten the 
spenee, hatred, and expasterpation it im 
volves.”’ 


BELIEVE SPAIN WILL SUCCUMB. 


LONDON, Nov. 18.—All the special dis- 
patches to.the London papers this morning 


from Paris express the belief that the Span- 
ish Commissioners will finally yield, though 
under protest, to the American demands. 


SPANIARDS ADVISED TO YIELD. 


MADRID, Nov. 17.—Almost all the papers 
deprecate the dilatory proceedings at Paris, 
expressing their belief that the United 
States will decline arbitration and urging 


the Government to yield quickly, since it 
is impossible for Spain to renew the strug- 
gle or to expect European assistance, and, 
furthermore, because it would be better to 
cease wasting money and to concentrate 
attention upon Spain’s domestic affairs and 
the restoration of her finances. 


AS VIEWED IN WASHINGTON. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 17.—The Adminis- 
tration feels encouraged now over the out- 
look for a successful termination of the Ja- 
bors of the Peace Commissioners at Paris. 
Whether this renewed confidence is based 
upon an abstract of the Spanish reply which 
was submitted at yesterday’s meeting, or isa 
founded upon private advices indicating a 
weakening of the Spanish position, is not 
known, but it is probable that both of these 
have had an influence in brightening the 
prospects. * 

The Spanish reply was not a surprise to 
the American Commissioners, who, in fact, 
had prepared themselves in advance with 
instructions received directly from the Pres- 
ident and Secretary Hay for a complete an- 


ewer. Still it was probably regarded as 
better policy, and more in accord with the 
amenities of official exchange, that the 
Americans should do the Spanish Commis- 
sioners the courtesy of giving deliberate 
consideration to their carefully prepared 
written argument. q 

But with all due intent to give proper 
weight to the Spanish representations, it 
must be said that up to this point they have 
had very little effect in influencing the 
American Commissioners, not because of 
any obstinate disregard of facts on their 
part, but for the simple reason that almost 
every one of the points nfade by the Span- 
ish Commissioners had been anticipated in 
the preneestion of the American case, no 
small tribute to the acumer and diligence 
of Judge Day and Secretary John Moore. 

The attempt of the Spanish Commissioners 
to induce the Americans to accept their con- 
struction of the meaning of the protocol 
where it touches on the Philippines has 
been a fiat failure. The President himself 
was party to the preparation of the proto- 
col. It was he who, suspecting a purpose 
on the Spanish s{de to becloud the issue and 
leave open a door for future escape from 
the consequences of the war, had swept 
aside as so much chaff the message of the 
Spanish Duke, Almodovar del Rio, and re- 
ducing the demanas of the United States to 
what is called a precisis had declared that 
the Spanish Government might accept that 
as an exact statement of the demands of 
the United States. Having made the docu- 
ment the President believes himself to be 
the person to be the best competent to con- 
strue its meaning, and the American Com- 
missioners are consequently acting in con- 
formity with his view. 

Inasmuch as the Spanish are making most 
strenuous efforts to assert their sovereignty 
over the Philippines, all based upon the use 
of the word “ disposition ’’ instead of *‘ pos- 
session ’’ in that part of the protocol relat- 
ing to the future of the Philippines, it may 
be stated that the American Commissioners 
have been obiiged to call attention to the 
fact that M. Cambon, who acted for the 
Spanish Government in arranging the pro- 
tocol, declared positively that the change, 
which was made at his instance, amounted 
to nothing. was of no significance in Eng- 
lish, or as affecting the object named, but 
was made merely because it sounded better 
in Spanish, and would not be so humiliating 
to the Spaniards. Consequently the Ameri- 
can Commissioners could not for an instant 
think of allowing the sincerity of the then 
French Ambassador to be drawn into ques- 
tion. 


MR. CHAMBERLAIN’S SPEECH. 


Believed that It Foretclls a Rigid 
Policy with France. 


ST. JOHN’S, N. F., Nov. 17.—Mr. Morine, 
former Minister of Finance, who was the 
agent of the Colony before the Royal Com- 
mission on the French Treaty shore ques- 
tion, said to-day in the course of an inter- 
view. that he regarded the denunciation of 
France by the British Secretary of State 
for the Colonies, Mr. Joseph Chamberlain, 
in his recent speech at Manchesfer, as the 
first result of the report made by the Royal 
Commissioners to Mr. Chamberlain since 
their arrival in England. . 

The statements attributed to Mr. Cham- 
lain, according to the cavled abstracts of 
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the speech, correspond tly, Mr. Morine 
says, with the senti ts to which the 
Royal Commissioners,gave expression here 
before leaving... The Commissioners were 
“amazed beyound description at the condi- 
tion of things revealed by the evidence 
placed before them,”’ evidence showing that 
“the French claims, campared with what 
they are entitled to under the treaty, are 
simply preposterous.”’ 

Mr. Morine regards Mr. Chamberlain’s 
speech as “ indicating in the clearest man- 
ner his determination to deal energetically 
with the whole subject.’’ He believes the 
British Government will soon propose a 
basis of settlement with France. 


THE ANGLO-AMERICAN FEELING. 


That There Is a Tacit Understanding 
No Doubt Now Prevails. 


LONDON, Nov. 17.—The Marquis of Lans- 
downe, Secretary of State for War, speaking 
at Plymouth this evening on general poli- 
tics, referred to his gratification over the 
Anglo-American friendship. In the course 
of the speech he sketched the proposed 
large scheme of improving the home de- 
fenses by providing a new type of guns, 
which would require a smaller number. He 
said he felt sure that when the Government 
had completed its scheme the country would 
be piyeates for the heavy sacrifices it would 
entail. 

The Berlin correspondent of The Times 
says: 

‘The German attempts to deny the real- 
ity and significance of the Anglo-American 
friendship are now being abandoned. There 
are certain imponderabijja, to use an ex- 
pression of Bismarck’s, which the citizens 
of both countries, residing abroad, have al- 
ready begun io appreciate, as the first 
proofs of the united influence of the two 
powers in the affairs of the world.” 


MAY ORDER DREYFUS’S RETURN. 


It Is Believed that the Prisoner Will 
Return to Paris. 


PARIS, Nov. 17.—In legal circles here the 
belief is expressed that the Court of Cassa- 
tion will shortly order the return of Drey- 
fus to France, from his prison on Devil’s 
Island, off the coast of French Guiana, on 
the ground that it is impossible .to carry 
on the examination of the prisoner by cable 
in view of the cost of such a proceeding, as 
well as in view of the necessary delay. 

It was announced to-day that M. Labori, 
counsel for Col. Picquart, who is now con- 
fined in the Military Prison of Cherche Midi, 
has received authorization to confer this 
afternoon with his client.

WILLIAM NOT GOING TO SPAIN. 


His Yacht Touches at the Island of 
Malta Homeward Bound, 


BERLIN, Nov. 17.—An official telegram 
received here from Valetta, Island of Malta, 
says the Emperor and Empress of Germany 
have sailed for Pola, at the northern part of 


the Adriatic Sea, from which port they will 
travel overland direct for home. 

It is explained that the Emperor decided 
upon this course because the temperature 
of the Mediterranean hag become consid- 
erably cooler, and the danger to the health 
of the Empress by a sudden change from a 
a ee to a northern climate is thu's les- 
sened. 

It transpires that when Emperor William 
passed the Island of Rhodes, where the 
Khédive of Egypt is staying at presen the 
Emperor telegraphed his regrets at being 
unable to visit Egypt, “also thanking the 
Khédive for the preparations made to re- 
ceive his Majesty. 


Comment on the Emperor’s Trip. 


LONDON, Nov. 18.—The Times editorially 
this morning hails Mr. Joseph Chamberlain 
as the “apostle of better understandings 
with the United States and Germany,”’ add- 


ing that it rejoices that, in view of the part 
the United States are likely to play in the 
Far East. a cause of possible irritation has 
been removed by Emperor William’s change 
of plans as to his homeward journey. With 
regard to Anglo-American co-operation in 
the Far East, The Times says: ‘Its ef- 
fectiveness will largely depend upon our 
ability to do our own share of the work and 
to protect our own interests without calling 
upon our friends.”’ 


The Sultan and the Emperor Allies. 


LONDON, Nov. 18.—The Daily Mail says 
this morning: ‘‘An important result of 
Emperor William’s tour is an agreement 
on the part of the Sultan to give his be- 
nevolent sanction to the Zionist movement. 
This agreement between the Ottoman ruler 
and the German Emperor is still more im- 
portant as indicating the friendly intimacy 
of the two monarchs, and its probable in- 
fluence upon general politics.” 


ENGLAND’S BIG BATTLESHIP. 


The Formidable, Called the Largest 
in the World, Launched, 


PORTSMOUTH, Eng., Nov. 17.,—Thou- 
sands of people to-day witnessed the launch 
of the ram battleship Formidable at the 
dockyard here. She is'said to be the larg- 
est warship in the world, being of 15,000 
tons displacement. She is 400 feet long, has 
75 feet beam and draws 26 feet 9 inches of 
water. She cost over £1,000,000, ($5,000,000,) 
and is estimated to steam eighteen knots. 

The Chancelloor of the Exchequer, Sir 
Michael Hicks-Beach; the first Lord of the 
Admiralty, Mr. George J. Goschen, and 
Admiral Sir Michael Culme Seymour, were 
among those present. A notable feature of 
the launch of the battleship was the en- 
twining of the British and American flags 
on the official stand.

sists of four 12-inch guns, twelve 6-inch 
quick-firing guns, eighteen 12-pounders, 
twelve 3-pounders, and eight Maxim guns. 
She carries 900 tons of coal in her bunkers, 
and will have a complement of 750 men. 
Her 12-inch guns are in hooded barbettes, 
and she is driven by two’propellers. The 
books of record do not give the thickness 
of her armor or the number of her torpedo 
tubes. The Formidable is to have 15,000 
indicated horse power.

TWO MORE FIGHTS AT PANA. 


Conflicts Between Negro Laborers and 
the Striking Miners Alarm 


the Townsmen. 


PANA, Ill, Nov. 17.—Not since the in- 
auguration of the coal miners’ strike last 
April has there been such intense excite- 
ment in Pana as exists to-night as the re- 
sult of two fights which occurred this after- 
noon between union white miners and ne- 
groes at Springside, a suburb of Pana, where 
the Springside coal mine is located. 

The first battle was started by an un- 
known negro firing upon Wesley Pope, a 
striker who was in front of Alderman 


George Cravens’s residence conversing with 
Cravens’s wife. Cravens is President of 
the miners’ union. Pope was unarmed, but 
ran to his home and secured a Winchester. 
Returning, he opened, fire on the negro. 
Pope was soon reinforéed by other strikers, 
and the negro, after falling twice beneath 
the rain of bullets, was driven into an adja- 
cent cornfield, where he sought shelter. 
Troop B of Bloomington turned out imme- 
diately with a Gatling gun, and the firing 
ceased. 

The second affray occurred in the same 
section thirty minutes later. The negro, 
driven into the corn field, made his way to 
the Springside stockades, whence, later, 
came a body of blacks armed with Winches- 
ters. They made their way through alleys 
to Jefferson Street, where they used shade 
trees for protection, and immediately opened 
fire upon a body of strikers. Their aim was 
high,, and the strikers, dropping to the 
ground, began a steady fire in reply. The 
negroes soon retreated to the stockades. 
Fully 500 shots were exchanged, but with 
what effect could not be ascertained. 

/The residences of Mrs. M. Kieley, mother 
of Chief of Police Kieley; Officer Samuel 
Smith, Contractor O. H. Ketchum, and 
other citizens were pierced with bullets. 
The bullets whistled about the houses in the 
addition adjoining Springside. Women and 
children in every block huddled together 
expecting to be killed momentarily. The 
town was literally panic-stricken during the 
two fights, but is to-night fully guarded by 
the militia. 


HANNA’S REVISED OPINION. 


Says the Dingley Bill Is the Most 
Scientific and Best Adjusted 
Law Ever Enacted. 


CLEVELAND, Ohio, Nov. 17. —Senator 
Hanna, referring to the recent interview 
which had been given to the public as com- 
ing from him, said to-day, ’ 

“The article named seems to have been 
taken from a chat I had with a reporter of 
a local paper who asked my opinion on the 
results of the recent election, then drifted 
into a questioning as to the outcome of the 
war tax, &c., and, not expecting to be quot- 
ed, we talked about the possibilities of vari- 
ous sources of revenue. As my meaning was 
evidently misunderstood in reference to the 
question under discussion and I was mis- 
quoted, I now state that I consider the Ding- 
ley bill the most scientific and best adjusted 
tariff bill ever enacted; that I would be the 
last person to disturb its operations; that I 
believe it will bring a larger revenue to the 
country than was claimed for it, and will 
remain in force for many years and be 
changed only by the Republican Party when 
tthe requirements of the country demand it. 
¥ As to the war tax, I believe that some 
eatures of it will remain as a means of 
revenue to provide for National expenses of 
the Government and contingencies. I did 
state, and now repeat, that owing to the 
benefits of the protective tariff our manu- 
facturing industries have reached the point, 
for the first time in the history of the coun- 
try, where our exports of manufactured 
goods have exceeded our imports. That is 
what we have always claimed would be the 
outcome of the protective policy, at the 
Same time maintaining our standard of 
wages. This means a reduction of revenue 
from imports, and until made good from 
increased volume of business the deficiency 
must be supplied from other sources, and I 
Suggested tea and coffee, which can be 
made, in my opinion, a source of revenue, 
when required, without any great hardship 
to consumers, 

‘IT do not care to enter into any newspa- 
per discussion, and perhaps I did not make 
my meaning clear to my friend the reporter. 
I certainly was not dictating a public inter- 
view, and would not say this much except to 
correct what seems to have been a misun- 
derstanding. I am a protectionist in prin- 
ciple, and have grown stronger in the belief 
from object lessons which are multiplying 
every year.”’ 


CROKER’S WIDER AMBITIONS.

Friends Do Not Believe He Seeks In- 
fluence in National Politics. 


Prominent members of the Democratic 
Club and intimate political associates of 
Richard Croker do not give credence to 
rumors from the West that the Tammany 
leader is striving to gain influence in Na- 
tional affairs. These men say that what- 
ever Mr. Croker may have said about Mr. 
Bailey of Texas as the Democratic leader 
in the House of Representatives, it cannot 
properly be construed into an attempt on 
his part to claim a share in the direction 
and control of party interests outside of 
New York State. They also deny that Mr. 


Croker had any political purposes in view 
in his Western trip. 

It was said last night by some of those 
who have criticised Mr. Croker for talk- 
ing too much during the campaign that 
if he had any ambition to enter the larger 
field of National politics the failure to win 
in this State put an end to it. If the Demo- 
crats had won, they said, it might have 
been conceived that Mr. Croker would have 
had wider aspirations, but it is generally 
asserted in Tammany circles now that thé 
organization will limit its sphere of influ- 
ence and action to the Greater New York. 

Mr. Croker, it was said at the club last 
night, will return to this city about the 
middle of next week. He will return by 
way of Lexington. Ky., where he will go 
to try to pick up some promising thorough-

Thousands of Acres Flame-swept in 
Nebraska and South Dakota. 


SIOUX CITY, Iowa, Nov. 17.—In Brown, 
Rock and Dixon Counties, Nebraska, thous- 
ands of acres have been swept by prairie 
fires, and much grain, many barns, and 
several houses destroyed. 

In Gregory, Todd and Tripp ‘counties, 
South Dakota, the range is on fire, and 
many cattle are reported lost.

GERMAN CRUISER ASHORE. 


Prince Henry of Prussin’s Flagship

mored cruiser Kaiser, flagship of the squad- 
ron under command of Prince Henry of 
Prussia in Chinese waters, is ashore in 
Sam-sah Bay.

Senator Thomas C. Platt declined to com- 
mit himself off-hand as ‘to what charter 
legislation met his favor or might be under- 
taken. ‘‘I am not aple to talk yet,’’ said 
he, ‘“‘ for I have no views perfected on the 
matter.’’ Controller Coler, who said the 
other day that the Board of Aldermen ought 
to be abolished because of its tendency to 
“hold up” city improvements, was ap- 
proached on the subject of charter amend- 
ment. He admitted that he had declared 
that the Board of Aldermen should be abol- 
ished. ‘I don’t want to talk on the matter 
now,” said he, ‘‘ because I shall probably 
speak on it officially in a short while. As I 
am going to issue an official statement, I 
don’t want to indulge in any guesswork 
now.” 

Andrew H. Green, who first brought for- 
ward the idea of the: governmental consoli- 
dation of the territory which is now New 
York City, and who was on the Charter 
Commission, wags seen at his home in refer- 
ence to the possible changing of the charter. 
“It was to be expected,’ said Mr. Green, 
“that after the charter had been working 
for a while certain improvements would 
suggest themselves. The time allotted for 
framing the charter was somewhat brief, 
and it covers so large a ground that it was 


necessarily not perfect in all particulars, 
I thought at the time it was adopted that 
some amendments to it would be suggested 
by this coming Winter, and certain features 
in it I was opposed to from the start.

which are coterminous with the Senate dis- 
tricts in the city, and consist of the Alder- 
men and Councilmen who live in the vari- 
ous districts in question, and are presided 
over by the President of the borough in 
which the districts lie. 

Mr. Gilroy said: ‘‘ The Charter Commis- 
sion had before it the fact that under pre- 
vious charters at various times the city had 
had a Board of Aldermen with a Board of 
Assistant Aldermen, a Board of Aldermen 
with a Board of Councilmen, and a Board 
of Aldermen alone, an effort having appar- 
ently been made to secure good government 
before by the trying of two chambers and 
of one in different experiments. All the 
Charter Commission favored the largest 
measure of home rule, and it was decided 
after careful examination of all the expe- 
rience of past attempts that the greatest 
measure of home rule could be secured to 
the city by two chambers, corresponding to 
our State Legislature and our National Leg- 
islature.

TO SUPPRESS RACE WARS 


Meeting of Colored and White Peo- - 
ple at Cooper Union. 


AN APPEAL FOR FEDERAL AID 


T. Thomas Fortune, Lawson N. Fuller, 
Elizabeth B. Grannis, and Others 
Address the Meeting. 


A protest was made against the race war 
in North and South Carolina at Cooper 
Union last night. Over six thousand colored 
people gathered in the big auditorium and 
Publicly displayed their feelings for their 
hrothers in the South, through prayers, 
Speeches and chears, and also in adopting 
a set of resolutions which will probably be 
heard in the halls of Congress. 

The meeting, which was planned and 
brought to a climax by T. Thomas Fortune, 
editor of The Age of this city, was in his 
opinion a grand success. It was impossible 
to find a vacant seat in the hall half an 
hour before the meeting was called to order. 
Colored people came from all parts of the 
State and also from the neighboring States 
to be present, and a big sprinkling of white 
Sympathizers were scattered throughout the 
audience. Capt. Delany and a squad of fifty 
policemen lined the walls and guarded the 
doors and kept their watchful eyes open 
to catch any one who might have tried to 
make a disturbance. But all through the 


night their presence seemed to be unneces- 
sary. The meeting was one of the most or- 
rag and best conducted ever held in this 

y. 

The reigning sentiment in every letter 
read and every speech delivered. was that 
the Umted States Government should pro- 
tect the negroes of the South from the de- 
struction caused by organized mobs. 

George Washington Brown of Wilming- 
ton, N. C., who was one of the negroes as- 
saulted in the recent riot, was presented to 
the audience, and although he made no 
speech, he was the hero of the night. 

The audience became so impatient waiting 
for the speakers to take their places on the 
platform that it frequently broke out in ap- 
plause as if to hasten the coming of the 
leaders. While it was in one of those moods 
Richard Grogan, an old white man, with 
long, flowing hair, who is known to the ne- 
groes of New York as ‘‘ Uncle Sam,” rose in 
his seat and shouted: ‘‘ Oh, if we only had 
a William Lloyd Garrison, a Wendell Phil- 
lips, or an Abraham Lincoln at this time.”’ 
[Wild cheering.] 

When the speakers appeared, T. Thomas 
Fortune introduced Ebenezer D. Bassett, 
the ex-Minister to Haiti, as Chairman. Mr. 

| Bassett said that tne meeting had been 

called in the interest of American friend- 
| ship, and he hoped that it would be con- 
ducted in peace, and that no one would re- 
sort to intemperate and violent language. 

The Rev. Dr. Cook opened the programm 
with a prayer. Frederick R. Moore read a 
number of letters from those who could -not 
attend. They were from H. P, Cheatham 
of Raleigh, N. C.; William Hayes Ward, the 
Rev. Dr. Parkhurst, Judge W. M. K. Ql- 
cott, I. K. Funk, «dward M. Grout, B. B. 
Odell, Jr., and J. J. Scannell. 

D. D. Tompkins read the _ resolutions 
which were unanimously adopted. They 
stated that “a condition of affairs had 
arisen in North Carolina and South Caro- 
lina which threatens the ‘life, liberty, and 
pursuit of happiness’ of citizens, guaran- 
teed by State and Federal Constitutions 
alike.”’ The Governors of those States, the 
resolutions continued, were censurable for 
their failure to suppress the rioting, and. 
as they. had also failed to invoke the aid 
of Federal authority, it became’ the/@tty yy: 
of those present to appeal to Congress an 
“ recommend such amendment to the Con- 
stitution as will enable the Président to 
use the Federal authority to protect the 
life and property of citizens of the United 
States from organized or mob conspiracy.” 


T. THOMAS FORTUNE’S SPEECH. 


The first speech was made by T. Thomas 
Fortune. He said in part: 

“We are here to start the fight for right 
and justice. We come with no vindictive- 
ness in our hearts. no dynamite vp our 
sleeves, and no Winchesters in our ciosets, 
but as American citizens who, when their 
country was in peril, were not shot in the 


back. fCheers.] We come here to appeal 
against the ‘mobocracy’ of the whites. 
We come here, who forty years ago were 
slaves, but who now are enlightened hu- 
man beings, to appeal not to the white 
Caesar drunk, but to the white Caesar 
sober. 

“There are those who say that we are 
only hewers of wood and drawers of water. 
If we were like the Indians, who ‘et the 
right cheek be smote after the left had 
been smitten, we would now be gliding 
down to the western confines of civilization, 
a disgraced, subjected race. 

‘* Let us make our fight by law and order. 
If we cling to the law in this matter, just 
as we have clung to it for the past thirty 
years, no mob can beat us, for we are being 
led by the God of hosts. Here in New York 
we live in the greatest freedom. We repre- 
sent a State to-night that is appealing for 
the rights of its citizens in a sister State.” 

When Lawson N. Fuller was introduced 
he was enthusiastically greeted. He said: 
‘“‘T am shocked to think of the lawlessness 
that is existing in the Carolinas. I asked 
a friend of mine the other day what on 
earth could be done to suppress if, and he 
replied, ‘Send for Dewey.’ ” 

At the name of the hero of Manila the 
applause was almost deafening. It was con- 
tinued and renewed for many minutes, and 
before Mr. Fuller could proceed three cheers 
were given for the Admiral. 

“To think that the editorial of an unpre- 
tentious colored citizen in North Carolina 
should create such a row. We never had a 
row over our editorials from Park Row. 
[Laughter.] I loathe these race wars. If 
we have not enough power in the United 
States, let us advertise for some. [A voice: 
[‘‘ Let’s send to Spain.’’] There shall be no 
dynamite or bullets used in settling this af- 
fair. It shall be done by practical common 
sense, based on law and order.” [Cheers.] 


MUST APPEAL TO THE PULPIT, 


One of the principal speeches was made 
by the Rev. J. W. Scott, a colored man, 
who said that he was a citizen of North 
Carolina, and could speak of the conditions 
existing there with knowledge. He said 
that the appeal must be made to the pulpit, 


to the Christians, and to the good white 
people of the country if there was any good 
to be accomplished. In Wilmington, he 
said, there were preachers who had been 
ready to buckle on armor and go out with 
the mob, but that was not his understand- 
ing of spreading the Gospel. 

“What is the matter with the negro of 
to-day?’’ he asked. ‘‘ I remember when the 
boy of sixteen years drove his young missy 
to school five and sometimes ten miles 
away, and carried her over bad places, and 

then waited and drove her home again, 
} sometimes in the dark. I remember when 
i there was scarcely a morning between No- 
| vember and May when the young negro or 
} the old negro did not have to go into mis- 
sus’s room and light the fire after master 
had gone away. There wasn’t any lynch- 
ings in those days. [Great applause.} I tell 
you the white man loves the nigger just 
as well as he ever did, and let me tell you 
that you now find Cuffey’s name on the 
back of master’s paper. Cuffey’s indorse- 
ment is on the back of master’s four 
months’ notes. You want to know what the 
trouble is? Well, I'll tell you. 
; ‘The’ negro is getting too much land. 
} (Cheers.) You don’t ever see the represen- 
tative negro in New York. We get the nig- 
| ger up here with a cigar in his mouth, with 
| a gold-headed cane and a high silk hat, and 
| it’s doubtful if he’s got enough money in his 
pocket to pay his room rent. (Great ap- 
| plause and laughter and cries of ‘“ That’s 
| the talk!’’) You’ve got to go down South if 
| you want to see the representative negro, 
and then you'll see him driving along the 
road, his old gray whiskers matted, an old 
slouch hat on his head, and a whip about 
his shoulders. But you bet ‘Old Edmund’ 
| is the boy down there. Then the cominis- 
sion merchant cOmMmes out and asks him how 
crops are and finds out that he has 
| raised 150 bales of cotton and wants to sell 
| it for him. Why. I tell you, you can’t ride 
five miles in the clear anywhere down there 
to-day that you won't see a nigger with all 
' the way from a horse and buggy to a 150- 
| acre farm. (Great applause.) 4

MRS. GRANNIS HISSED. 


There was something of a sensation cre- 
ated when the Chairman announced Mrs. 
Elizabeth B. Grannis as the next speaker. 
A burst of applause greeted her, and as 


this died away there were many hisses, 
which Caused the speaker to look around 
somewhat ureasily. She started by. enyns 
that she represented the womanhocd of ay 
North and of the South, white and black, 
and she wondered what had become of the 
great abolition journals of forty years ago. 

“In my opinion it was not the unobtrusive 
editorial of Manley. that caused all the 
trouble in the South,”’ she said, “* but it was 
the letter of the wife of the Congressman. 
[Mingled cheers and hisses.] The white e0- 
ple ot the South have much to fear. ant 
negro may yet rise in his might, and Go 
may permit him to wreak a terrible ven- 

eance on his oppressors.”

Mrs. Grannis, amid mingled cheers an 
hisses, then went on to speak of other wo- 
men than whites who were ravished in the 
South, ana when she had concluded Miss 
Lizzie Fraser, a teacher in_ the — 
schools, arose in the body of the hall and 
amid great excitement asked leave of the 
‘hair to make a few remarks. 

She said: “I am moved from the bottom 
of my heart to say, as a representative 0 
the women of my race, that too much = 
preciation cannot be shown to the noble 
woman who has espoused the cause of the 
colored woman so nobly and courageously, 
and I call on every woman of my race here 
to rise and so express her appreciation. 

Instantly every colored woman was on her 
feet waving handkerchiefs and cheering. 

Charles Peeker, President of the State 
Sumner League of Connecticut; the Rev. 
Benjamin W. Farris, and the Rev. Dr. W. N. 
Hunter of Boston, also made speeches. 


May Be a Lynching in an Ohio Town. 
CINCINNATI, Nov. 17.—Great indigna- 
tion and excitement prevails to-night at 
Madisonville, one of the most aristocratic 
suburbs of this city. As Susan Williams, a 
white girl, sixteen years of age, was riding 
on horseback into Madisonville this even- 
ing, she was assaulted by an unknown ne- 
gro. Officers and citizens with  blood- 
hounds are scouring the country for the 
negro. If he is caught and identified a 
lynching is probable. 


MBS. HENRY LEDYARD DEAD. 


Cable advice reached this city yesterday 
telling of the death of Mrs. Henry Ledyard, 
the mother of Lewis Cass Ledyard of this 
city, on Wednesday night, in London. Mrs. 
Ledyard was in her eighty-first year. She 
had lived abroad for ten years. 

Mrs. Ledyard was Miss Matilda Cass, 
the daughter of the late Gen. Lewis Cass, 
who was for many years Governor of Mich- 
igan, where Matilda Cass was born in 1818. 
Gen. Cass, who was a veteran of the War 
of 1812, was Secretary of War in Jackson’s 
Cabinet, was the Democratic candidate for 
‘President in 1848, (running against Zachary 
Taylor,) represented Michigan in the United, 
States Senate, as well as having been its 
Joyernor, and was Secretary of State in 

hichanan’s Cabinet, resigning his portfolio 
when the President refused to reinforce 
Fort Sumter. 

Gen. Cass was also at one time Minister 
to France, and while he was in Paris his 
daughter Matilda married Henry Ledyard, 
then Secretary of the American Legation. 
This was nearly sixty years ago. Mr. Led- 
yard was a lawyer, and came of distin- 
guished stock. His mother, who was a Miss 
Livingston. was the daughter of the late 
Justice Brockholst Livingston of the Su- 
preme Court of the United States, who was 

som of William Livingston, Governor of 
New Jersey, in the Revolutionary War. 
Henry Ledyard, who died some years ago, 
was a New Yorker by birth, but resided 
after his marriage at Newport, R. I., where 
the Ledyards still have a place. Her daugh- 
ter, Mrs. Spencer Ledvard. lived with her 
abroad. She leaves three other children, 
Mrs. Francis W. Goddard of Colorado 
Springs. Henry B. Ledvard. President of 
the Michigan Central Railroad Company, 
and Lewis Cass Ledvard of the law firm 
of Carter & Ledvard. 

Mrs. Ledyard was a sister of the late 
Lewis Cass. ex-Minister to Rome. She will 
probably be buried at Newonort. 


A WIDOW, BUT DIDN’T KNOW IT. 


Mrs. Mary Schneider, a widow with two 
small children, who has a delicatessen store 
at 391 Knickerbocker Avenue, Brooklyn, 
learned on Wednesday that her husband, 
from whom she had anxiously been expect- 
ing word from Europe, had died at sea on 
Oct. 20. Schneider was well known in the 
Twenty-eighth Ward of Brooklyn. He was 
forty-two years old, and last summer being 
in poor health, he was advised by his doctor 
to take a trip to Europe. He arranged to 
sail on the steamship Stadendam, 

There sailed on the same steamer Mrs. 
Arna Hoch, who lives in Schneider’s house. 
Five days after Schneider’s departure he 
died on board ship and was buried at sea. 
When Mrs. Hoch reached her relatives in 
Germany, she wrote to friends in Brook- 
lyn, telling of Schneider’s death. 

In the meantime Mrs. Schneider had 
been anxiously awaiting the cablegram her 
husband had promised to send to her when 
the steamer reached the other side. When 
she failed to get it, she became worriea, and 
finally a relative of Mrs. Hoch told_ her her 
husband was very ill in Europe, and that if 
she went to the ———— office she would 
probably get more particulars.

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QUIGG ON THE ELECTION 


Expresses His Views to the Repub- 
_ lican County Committee. 


FEARS FOR TWO YEARS HENCE 


The Defeated Congressman Doesn’t 
Know “‘ Where Sound Money Vote 
Went ”—To Investigate Frauds. 


The Republican County Committee, at its 
first meeting since the election, held in the 
United Charities Building last night, listened 
to a speech by President Lemuel E. Quigg 
on the lessons to be drawn from the cam- 
paign and the dangers it had revealed. Mr. 
Quigg also congratulated the committee on 
the election of the Republican State ticket 
and upon the fact that Senator Murphy was 
to be retired. He spoke principally, how- 
ever, of the vote in New York County, 
which, he said, was far from satisfactory. 
He dwelt, too, upon the result in his own 
district, where he was defeated for Con- 
gress by William Astor Chanler. 

There was some discussion of election 
frauds in the county, and the committee 
decided to investigate and to punish the 
guilty ones. A resolution was passed com- 
plimenting Superintendent of Elections Mc- 
Cullagh on his work, and suggesting that 
some record be kept of the appearance of 
voters—the color of their eyes, hair, and so 
forth—so that in the lodging-house districts 


. wenee impersonating another could be de- 
ected. 

Mr. Quigg, when he arose to call the meet- 
ing to order, looked unusually pale and 
careworn. 

“I congratulate yeu,” he said, ‘‘on the 
fact that the Legislature is again Republic- 
an and that an extremely unnecessary Dem- 
ocrat is to be retired, and that in his place 
is to be chosen an extremely able exponent 
of the Republican Party. These facts give 
to Republicans a very great joy. 

“We are bound to remember, however, 
that while the country districts felt the 
impulse which seems to have been gen- 
erated in the West—the home of free sil- 
ver—and swept from there over the coun- 
try, its influence in the City of New York 
was very far from being strong. It is a 
curious thing about this election that we 
win in Nebraska, and go along all through 
from California straight to Maine with a 
decreasing force for the Republican Party. 
The West gives to the Republican cause a 
braver support than the East. I suppose in 
the City of New York we encountered 
peculiar difficulties. I suppose it is not 
too much to say that the possession of the 
City Government is worth 30,000 votes to 
the paxty that will use illegitimate means. 

“Then, too, we encountered opposition in 
the open canvass made by the brewers, who 
ordered the saloon keepers as their servants 
to fight the Republican candidates. This 
made a Democratic campaigner out of all 
saloon keepers in the City of New York 
that are under obligations to the brewers. 
But I am bound to say that the Repub- 
lican ticket ought to have received 10,000 
more votes than it got. 

“In the district which myself and others 
represent we supposed we had obtained a 
permanent Republican majority of consider- 
able size, which in the election became a 
very small and insignificant one. The dis- 
tricts below Fourteenth Street were all 
right. [Applause.] The immense frauds 
which were expected were very largely pre- 
vented, The efficiency of Superintendent of 
Elections McCullagh [applause] was weil 
demonstrated. But when we get above For- 
ty-ninth Street, or even beginning at Mad- 
ison Square, we find another result. 

What the difficulty was, I don’t know, 
and I have been giving a good deal of study 
to the matter to find out, but the Nine- 
teenth, Twenty-first, Twenty-third, Twenty- 
fifth, Twenty-seventh, Twenty-ninth, and 
even the Thirty-first, the Republican dis- 
tricts of this city, while all gave a major- 
ity, ought of themselves to have supplied 
those 10,000 votes. I beg to recommend to 
the leaders of these districts that they 
study them more closely than heretofore, 
and find out if the oft-repeated boast that 
their districts are growing more and more 
Republican every year is true. The lesson 
I seek to teach is one that I am trying to 
learn myself, for I know of no district that 
gave a worse result than the Nineteenth 
Assembly. Where the sound money votes 
went is a question to which I am giving 
considerable thought. 

Mr. Quigg here sounded a warning, and 
his words seemed to express a fear of the 
result in 1900. ‘‘A vote in this city,” ‘he 
said, ‘“‘of 111,000 will not be sufficient to 
keep the State of New York in the Repub- 
lican column two years from now. The 
margin was too close. A great deal of work 
has got to be done. We want in the next 
National campaign not one ballot less than 


150,000.,”’ 

Soon after Mr. Quige had finished his elec- 
tion talk Jeremiah J. Sullivan arose, and, 
after addressing the Chair, removed his coat 
with a businesslike air. At this a voice 
cried out, “Are you going to fight?”’ 

“I am a practical machine Republican,” 
said Mr. Sullivan, *‘ and I love the machine 
because outside the machine nothing pre- 
vails. We are battling in the Gibraltar of 
Democracy, where there is no reward, and 
still we give them the great and enormous 
sum of 112,000. [Loud laughter.] We are 
the men to be rewarded, Mr. Chairman.” 
Mr. Sullivan then made a few remarks to 
the effect that his sympathies were not with 
the Republicans up the State. 

A communication was read from a cam- 
paign committee, signed by George Gregory 
and ‘others, requesting that some action be 
taken on frauds committed, »specially in 
the Second and Sixth Assembly Districts. 
The frauds in the Second in 1884, said the 
communication, caused the defeat of 
Blaine. The communication was referred 
to the Executive Committee. 


PAYN AND PLATT CONFER. 


The Superintendént of Insurance 


Spends Two Hours in the 
Senator’s Rooms. 


The appearance of State Superintendent 
of Insurance Louis F. Payn in the lobby 
of the Fifth Avenue Hotel last evening cre- 
ated a commotion among the handful of 
Republican politicians gathered there. Mr. 
Payn walked into the hotel at 8 o’clock, 
went directly to the elevator, and, without 
waiting to send up a card, proceeded to 
Senator Platt’s room, where he remained 
for two hours. 

Until Mr. Payn withdrew, Mr. Platt de- 
nied himself to all callers. Mr. Payn said 
afterward that he had gone to consult with 
Senator Platt in regard to two close up- 
State contests in which he is interested. 
One of these is in the Nineteenth Congres- 
sional District, composed of Mr. Payn’s 
County of Columbia and .Gov. Black’s 
County of Rensselaer, where Aaron V. S, 
Cochrane, the Republican candidate, ras a 
plurality of only 2 in the home vote. Mr. 


Payn was confident that the soldier vote 
would elect Cochrane, but he observed 
that it was uncomfortably close. 

The other district is in the Third Judicial 
District, where Judge Alphonso T. Clear- 
water is beaten on the face of the returns. 
Judge Clearwater was appointed by Gov. 
Black last Winter, his term expiring with 
the present year. 

Mr. Payn den.ed that his visit had any- 
thing to do with the Senatorial race, and 
declared that he did not know whether or 
not Goy. Black would be a candidate. Sen- 
ator Platt and he had differed before on 
political policies, he said, but they had 
always remained warm personal friends. 


PLANS FOR THE INAUGURATION. 


Col. Roosevelt to Take the Oath Dec. 
31—Inaugural Ceremonies Jan. 2 
—Public Reception to Follow. 


ALBANY, Nov. 17.—Secretary of State 
Palmer to-day returned from a visit to Col. 
Roosevelt, with whom he had a talk rela- 
tive to the inauguration ceremonies. Col. 
Roosevelt placed the entire arrangement of 
the ceremonies in the hands of Mr. Palmer. 

In view of the fact that Jan. 1 falls on 
Sunday the oath of office will be adminis- 
tered to Col. Roosevelt in the Secretary of 
State’s office on Saturday, so that the State 
will not be without a Governor for one day. 
On Monday the usual inaugural ceremonies 
will occur. 

Col. Roosevelt will be escorted to the Cap- 
itol by the local State militiamen and Troop 
A of New York City. At noon in the As- 
sembly chamber Gov. Black will turn over 
the affairs of state with an address, to 
which Col. Roosevelt will respond in an ad- 
dress that will outline in a way the policy 
he will pursue as Chief Executive.

Mr. Bankhead’s friends say that he 
will get the votes of all the Eastern Demo- 
crats and a majority from the South At- 
lantic and Gulf States. 


Adier’s Election Not Contested. 


It was expected that there would be a 
contest between Charles S. Adler, Republic- 


an, and Louis Jaffer, whom Mr. Adler de- 
feated for Assembly in the Eighth Dis- 
trict, but when the Board of County Can- 
vassers reached that district’s vdéte yester- 
day Mr. Jaffer did not appear. The board 
found that Mr. <Adler’s plurality was 105 
not counting 42 void ballots and 129 marke 
for identification. 


SCHOOL TEACHER ON TRIAL. 


Charges Against Mrs. de Belprat of 
Richmond Borough Investigated 


by the School Board. 


The Richmond Borough School Board met 
at the High School in Stapleton last night 
to hear testimony in the charges against 
Mrs. Alma H. De Belprat, one of the teach- 
ers in School 14. These charges were made 
by the Committee on Teachers upon allega- 
tions made by the Rev. E. J. Earley, pastor 
of St. Peter’s Roman Catholic Church at 
New Brighton. ‘‘ Gross misconduct’ was 
charged. ’ 

The specifications. were that the teacher 
had gone out of her way to speak of Cath- 
olic nations and practices; that she had as- 
serted that Catholics were not allowed to 
read the Bible; that she had made a re- 
mark partial to Mastin Luther and the 
founding of Prctestantism; that she had 
made another prejudiced interpretation rel- 
ative to the German empire and the Pope; 
that she had stated that Pope Gregory in- 
stituted celibacy, and that the ‘“ poor” 
priests could not marry; that she said that 
only ignorant people could commit sin, be- 
cause there was no devil to tempt an edu- 
cated person; that she sneered at things 
Catholic, with special reference to children 
of the Roman Catholic faith, in her class, 
and the last specified a particular instance 
of the conduct alleged in the seventh 
charge, and alleged that when she made the 
remarks charged she looked at the Catholic 
children, thereby calling attention to them 
and making them uncomfortable. 

The accused teacher was present with her 
counsel, Henry A. Doelinger. Father Ear- 
ley, and the Rev. Charles Cassidy, his as- 
sistant, were also present. The meeting- 
room was crowded. When the charges had 
been read Mrs. De Belprat’s counsel ob- 
jected to the complaints, claiming that they 
were not specific enough to warrant answer, 
and that being general, they were not ans- 
werable. The board refused to sustain the 
objection, and Mrs. De Belprat and her 
counsel left the room. 

It was expected that a representative of 
the Corporation Counsel would be present, 
but no one appeared. Jane Barry, one of 
the pupils, was the first witness called. She 
could not remember any of the alleged of- 
fenses, except that she did recall the teach- 
er saying that priests couldn’t marry. May 
McKenna, another scholar, gave almost 
similar testimony. Margaret Considine and 
Anna Van Dam also substantiated the 
charges in a more or less complete manner. 
Twenty-two witnesses in all were exam- 
ined, but, with the exception of those men- 
tioned, their testimony was in favor of the 
teacher, rather than against her. The im- 
pression left by the testimony seemed to 
be that in teaching geography, Mrs. De 
Belprat commented upon the countries as 
she came to them, and incidentally touched 
upon religion. The testimony was ordered 
printed for the use of the members and for 
the Corporation Counsel, and the case was 
adjourned.

On occasions, when lack of oc- 
cupation has brought on an attack of in- 
sanity, she has been quickly soothed and 
restored to a rational calm by placing an 
old pair of stockings and needle and thread 
in her hands, 

Several hundred pairs of stockings—-men’s, 
women’s, and children’s—have been mended, 
recut, and remade by this singular woman 
during her stay in the Wayside Home. She 
has become expert at the work, and she 
darns and refoots well-worn hose with won- 
derful celerity and neatness. Frequently 
she will make a new pair of-stockings out 
of four or five pairs of old ones. She does 


ali of that kind of work for the other in- 
mates of the home, and in recent years 
ehurch charity workers have sent quantities 
of cast-off stockings to her to be put_in 
condition for use among the poor. She 
plys her needle with such evident enjoyment 
that visitors to the home derive much sat- 
isfaction 110m watching her. 

Now and then the supply of stockings 
that need mending unavoidably runs short, 
and this peculiarly afflicted woman relapses 
into a condition of frenzy. The managers 
of the home have enlisted the sympathy 
and aid of a number of King’s Daughters in 
this case, and efforts are to be made to keen 
the work basket of the stocking-mending 
enthusiast filled all of the time. Persons 
who are willing to help in this kindly work 
are solicited to send their discarded stock- 
ings to the King’s Daughters of the Church 
of Zion and St. Timothy at the parish 
house, in Fifty-sevent Street, between 
Biehth and Ninth Avenues. The stockings 
will be sent to the busy little woman in the 
Wayside Home, and after they have passed 
through her nimble and restless fingers they 
will be distributed among needy persons.

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LASAR SMUGGLING TRIAL 


Ivy Crurede Tells of Her Voyage 
‘with Max Lasar and $250,- 
000 Worth of Diamonds. 


WEEPS ‘AND RAGES IN COURT 


Says Lasar Promised to Marry Her— 
Shakes Her Fist at Insinuating 
Mr. Dittenhoefer—Government 
to Pay Her £300. 


The United States District Court room was” 
crowded yesterday when the handsome 
young woman who calls herself Ivy Crurede 
took the stand to testify against Max J. 
Lasar, who is accused of smuggling dia- 
monds worth $250,000. Miss Crurede claims 
to have accompanied Lasar across the At- 
lantic in the steamship Labrador, and to 
have seen the diamonds in a hotel in Que- 
bec. MissCrurede’s story was told ina calm, 
straightforward fashion, and a severe cross- 
examination failed to shake it materially, 
although questions as to her relations with 
Lasar, who, she said, promised to marry 
her, and as to happenings antecedent to 
their meeting, moved her to alternate fits of 
anger and weeping. District Attorney Henry 
L. Burnett conducted the examination. 

“ What is your name?” asked Gen. Bur- 
nett. 

‘“‘I am known as Miss Ivy Crurede,’”’ came 
the response in a low voice. 

“How long have you been in this coun- 
try?” 

“Two months.” 

“What occasion brought you to this coun- 
try?” 

“*I came in response to the United States 
Government.” 

“Do you receive any consideration for 
coming in answer to this request?” 


“Lam to receive £300,” 

“Do you know Max J. Lasar?” 

“* Yes, I do.” 

The witness pointed to Lasar, who sat 
with an air of utter unconcern, though 
1 hed eye in the courtroom was turned upon 


THE MEETING ON SHIPBOARD. 

“ Tell how you came to form the acquaint- 
ance of. Max J. Lasar.”’ 

“I first met Mr. Lasar in the tender that 
left Liverpool for the steamship in October, 
1897. As I got in the tender Mr. Lasar 
looked at me very intently. He continued 
to gaze at me intently till the tender 


reached the steamship. After we board- 
ed the steamship Mr. Lasar spoke to me, 
and we soon became very warm friends. I 
told him that I was accustomed to cross 
the ocean frequently, but this time for the 
first time I had to travel in the second cabin 
owing to a lack of funds, He appeared to 
be sorry for my condition. Soon afterward 
I went to my cabin and found that my lug- 
gage had been removed from my cabin. Mr. 
Lasar told me he had ordered my luggage 
to be removed. He said that there was 
plenty of room in the first cabin, and there 
was no reason why I should not travel that 
way. He told me that he had no wife or 
close relatives, an that I could be a 
daughter to him. [A slight ripple of laugh- 
ter ran about the courtroom, but was quick- 
ly checked.] I found that Mr. Lasar had 
caused my luggage to be removed to his 
stateroom.” 

‘“* Did you occupy the same stateroom with 
Mr. Lasar in the voyage across the At- 
lantic?”’

Before going down to dinner Lasar took 
two brown-paper packages from a trunk. 
They were each about six inchces long and 
two inches wide. He placed them in his rear 
coat pockets, and asked her if they pro- 
truded. She told him they did not show at 
all. After dinner Lasar placed the pack- 
ages in the trunk again. Monday, Tues 
day, and Wednesday were spent quietly in 
the rooms. 

Wednesday Lasar asked her if she did not 
Want to go out and buy something as a 
souvenir of her visit. She said she would 
do 90. She went out and purchased several 
things, and when she returned found the 
rooms they had occupied locked. She wait- 
ed, and soon a woman came out of one of 
the rooms. The woman went into the room 
again, and she went in and met the wo- 
man.

A day or two later 
he told her to pack her trunk, as they were 
going to New York. She noticed that the 
belts about his body were missing, and also 
found that the packages in her trunk had 
disappeared. She said, “Oh, Max, where 
are the diamonds?” and he told her that 
he had sent them to New York by his 
sister-in-law. 4 ‘ 

ey came to New York, and pu : 

Taylor’s Hotel, in Jersey City. Phen? = 
told her that she must return to England. 
She told him she could not go back to her 
family after what had happened, and would 
have to look for work. He said: “ You re- 
turn, and I will come and meet: you in 
London or Liverpool in February and marry 
you.”’ He gave her £7, besides purchasing 
her a ticket for the Britannic. She sailed 
Nov. 16. Lasar did not see her off, She 
had not met him since. She had received 
one letter from him, which she destroyed. 
It contained nothing relative to the dia- 
monds. 

A cross-examination was then begun by 
Judge Dittenhoefer, who asked Miss Cru- 
rede where she was born. She replied in 
Pueblc. New Mexico, while her parents were 
traveling. She said her home was in Leeds 
and that her family was well known. Her 
father was a Major in the English Army. 
She was born on May 5, but had never 
been told the year. Her first recollections 
were of living in Mexico. She was then 
about five years old. She could not remem- 
ber the name of the place because of the 
death of her mother. Her next recollection 
was of living in Vahle, British India, two 
years later. Then she traveled with her 
father to France, Spain, and England. 

“ How old were you then?” asked Mr. 
Dittenhoefer. 

‘Oh, maybe ten or twelve.” 

“Where did you go from there?”’ 

“To the Convent ot the Sacrced Heart, at 
Moulins, in the south of France, with a 
younger sister.’”’ She was then about four- 
teen years old, she said. After a year she 
said she went to Paris, where she lived 
with the family of Gardier Carvier, an art- 
ist.

Questioned further, Miss Crurede said she 
had traveled in India with friends of her 
family named Lestrange. They were over 
a year in India, and she returned with them 
to England. Asked what year she returned 
to England, she exclaimed impatiently: 

“T object to answering.’”’ The question 
was repeated.

The witness then testified that she had 
never been in Detroit. She had no relatives 
there. She was sure she hadn’t been there. 
While here before she had gone to Ontario, 
where she remained two weeks with rela- 
tives. 

She was asked whether she ever lived 
with a Mrs. Bennett, in Liverpool. She ad- 
mitted knowing such a woman and that 
this woman had a house at 31 Churchill 
Street. She staid with Mrs. Bennett after 
returning from her trip to this country with 
Lasar and was living there when a United 
States officer named Weingert called upon 
her to escort her to this country. She was 
in quest of relatives in Ontario when she 
met Lasar. She had a ticket for Montreal. 
She did not have a ticket for Detroit. 

She first noticed Lasar looking at her on 
the tender as she stepped on a trunk belong- 
ing to him in order to look at her trunk, 
which was on top of a pile of baggage. 
About a quarter of an hour after they had 
arrived on the Labrador she was walk- 
ing on the deck with a young woman who 
shared her stateroom, when she saw Lasar 
playing with a child. He had a rag doll 
in his hand and gave it to her, asking her 
to paint a face on it. After luncheon she 
met him again, and he asked her where she 
was going, and she replied to Quebec. He 
said that he was going to Quebec also, and 
hoped they would have a pleasant voyage. 
She said that she feared that she would be 
ill, as she did not like the food in the sec- 
ond cabin. Lasar asked her if she would 
like to go in the first cabin, and she replied 
that she had not money enough for that. 

She saw him again immediately after din- 
ner, and he repeated his suggestion that she 
should go into the first cabin, telling her 
that he had given orders to the steward to 
have her luggage removed. She told him 
that she could not go, as people might talk 
and her family might object. He-said it 
would cause more talk to have her luggage 
removed back again, and said that he would 
treat her as his daughter. She remained 
with him. 

“Your relations became more intimate 
after that,” said Judge Dittenhoefer. 

“T have no answer to such a vulgar talk- 
er,’’ she said. 

The witness was next questioned as to 
the arrangement she made with the United 
States Gove-nment authorities. The ar- 
rangements as to her compensation—£300— 
were made with Special Treasury Agent 
Theobald. Grimberg paid her fare to Lon- 
don and also some bills that she had in- 
curred 

‘“‘T had to pledge my jewelry and clothing 
to pay for my living,”’ she said. ‘‘ That is 
the way I lived after Lasar left me.” 

She said that Mr. Theobald said the Gov- 
ernment would pay her the money to come 
over and testify. The money was a secon- 
dary consideration in inducing her to come 
to this country. 

“What is the first consideration?’”’ asked 
Mr. Dittenhoefer. 

“Well,”’ was the reply, “I was tired of 
bein hounded by Grimberg and others, 
London police and officers from the United 
States. I told Mr. Theobald I had not 
money ‘oO pay my expenses, and he then 
made this offer.’’ 

Miss Crurede said that none of this money 
had vet been paid. Mr. Dittenhoefer then 
asked: 

“e Do

“TT know a woman named Miss Earle,’’ 
was the reply. She said she did not know 
the given name of Miss Earle. 

Gen. Burnett here interposed, saying that

Judge Lacombe said he did not understand 
the purport of the line of examination which 
the defense had begun.

Mr. Dittenhoefer then asked Miss Crurede 
if she had been constantly with Miss Earle 
since her arrival in this country. 

Objection was made by Gen. Burnett, and 
Mr. Dittenhoefer said that he proposed to 
show that Mrs. Earle came over as an a.leged 
chaperone to the witness, and he had the 
right to show whether or not the witness 
was alone at any time. He then asked the 
witness whether or not she had gone car- 
riage riding with Theobald. Another objec- 
tion was made. Mr. Dittenhoefer said that 
he proposed to show that Theobald was con- 
stantly in company with the witness and 
Mrs. Earle; that he visited the rooms of the 
women frequently as late as midnight, and 
that he had ridden in a carriage with the 
witness when she Sat on his lap. 

The question was permitted. 

Miss Crurede said that she was never 
alone. with Theobald. Whenever they went 
carri@ee riding Mrs. Earle went along. 
Sometimes when they rode in a hansom 
Miss Crurede said she sat between Mrs. 
Earle and Theobald. She never sat on 
Theobold’s knee. , 

Miss Crurede ‘said that after her arrival 
in New York she and Miss Earle went to 
the Custom House and called upon the 
United States. District Attorney. They 
stayed at the Hotel Vendome. Miss Crurede 
said she did not register at the hotel. She 
also made a statement before United States 
Commissioner Shields. a 

r. Dittenhoefer tried to get the witness 
to testify as to what this statement referred 
to. He said the prosecution had refused to 
produce this written statement. He defied 
the prosecution to produce it. Gen. Bur- 
nett said it was a privileged communication. 

Counsel for the defense said that they 
proposed to show that Mrs. Lasar had not 
been at the Windsor Hotel, and that the 
testimony given by the witness that she 
had seen Mrs. Lasar there was unintention- 
ally or intentionally false. 

“Neither,” was the comment of the wit- 
ness in a very emphatic tone of voice. 

Gen. Burnett then began the indirect exam- 
ination. The witness said her relations were 
people of high ‘repute, and she did not care 
to make their names public. She said that 
Mr. Theobald had not instructed her as to 
what she was to testify to. 

In reply to Mr. Dittenhoefer the witness 
said she supposed the Government had paid 
her passage to this country and her ex- 
penses here.

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DON’T WANT THE PRESIDENT. 


Savannah City Councilmen Look with 
Disfavor Upon the Plan for Of- 
ficial Entertainment. 


SAVANNAH, Ga., Nov. 17.—The City 
Council of Savannah has declined to énvite 
President McKinley to visit this city at 
about the same time he is scheduled to ap- 
pear in Atlanta “9 attend the peace jubilee 
there. : 

The plan was to have the President ex- 
tend his visit to Savannah, to review the 
Seventh Army Corps, now encamped here. 
But it is understood that when, two weeks 
ago, an Alderman introduced a measure to 
invite the President here and entertain 
him at the city’s expense, that body voted 
down the proposition by an overwhelming 
vote. Tuesday it came up again, Mayor 
Meldrim being present, and so unfavorable 
was the attitude of the Councilmen toward 


it that Mayor Meldrim considered it the 
wisest /policy not to broach the matter in 
general council. as a rebuff thus openly 
given the President would injure the city. 

The Mayor, when questioned concerning 
the truth of the report, admitted that the 
city would not pay for the expense of en- 
tertaining President McKinley... He declared 
that the public treasury had already been 
to heavy expense in making provision for 
the Seventh Army Corps, and that he had 
no authori to draw on it for such a proj- 
ect as publicly entertaining the President. 
The Councilmen say their action is due to 
disapprobation of the President’s course in 
appointing sO many negroes to important 
positions in the South. 


MOBBING OF A MISSIONARY. 


Bishop Moore Writes from China How 
the AYTair Occurred, 


CINCINNATI, Ohio, Nov. 17.—Private let- 
ters from Bishop Earl Cranston of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church to Rev. D. H. 
Moore of The Western Christian Advocate 
of this city, tell of the mobbing of the fam- 


ily of the Bishop and of Rev. Dr. Lowry, 
missionary, in the streets of Peking China, 
Sept. 30. The attack was made with mud, 
sticks and stones by a mob gathered to cel- 
ebrate the first feast day since the Empress 
had taken the power from the Emperor. 

The families were going to and from the 
railway station in chairs and carts, and 
were attacked by the half-frenzied China- 
men. Dr. Lowry made a ‘brave resistance, 
and succeeded in getting the women and 
children to a place of safety, though he 
suffered a broken rib. The same irdigni- 
ties were offered to all. other foreigners. 
Representations have been made to the Chi- 
nese Government by the American Minis- 
ter at Peking. 


JERSEY NAVAL MEN AT ODDS. 


Fresh Trouble Has Broken Out in the 
Battalion of the East. 


Trouble has broken out among the Naval 
Militia of New Jersey, Battalion of the 
East, whose headquarters are the United 
States sloop Portsmouth, lying at Hoboken.

Irving has received the resignations of E. 
McClure Peters, Navigator; Lieut. Irving 


Blount, Lieut. Charles M. Vreeland, and 
Ensign Daniel A. Dugan. 

None of the officers who have tendered 
their resignations will say what the diffi- 
culty is, but it is understood to be a con- 
tinuation of the old trouble which began 
while the Naval Militia was doing duty on 
the Badger. when Commander Irving was 
obliged to accept a position subordinate to 
that of Navigator Peters. This led to 
trouble on their return. Commander Irv- 
ing resumed command as soon ag the militia 
landed, and Navigator Peters and Lieut. 
Blount, who had ranked Commander Irving 
on board the Badger, refused to march with 
the militiamen at the reception given them 
in Jersey City and Hoboken.

HOT CHASE AFTER A RUNAWAY 


A Few Mishaps in the Afternoon 
While the Tandems Were in the 
Ring—Society at the Show. 


Madison Square Garden presented a 
gcene.of unusual brilliance last night. The 
attendance at the Horse Show was larger 
than it has: been at any time during the 
week. Thursday is usually the banner 
night of the week, and this year it was 

. No exception to the rule. The arena boxes, 
the seats at the back of them, and many 
of the tier boxes were all occupied, and 
the promenade ws well filled all the 


evening. 
The scene presented on a crowded night 


during Horse Show week is one well worth 
witnessing. In the ring are handsome horses, 
groomed until their coats fairly glisten in 
the light, the carriages are the richest, and 
the appointments the finest that money can 
buy. The judges and ring committeemen 
are faultlessly attired, and the grooms all 
wear the unique livery of the Horse Show 
Association. 

Outside the ring there is a’,constant 
stream of beautiful women who with their 
attendants parade around and around the 
Garden chatting and laughing, seemingly 
free from a'‘l care. Then there are the 
boxes all occupied, each box having a 
merry party, which seems to vie with those 
fin other boxes to make the scene a happy 
one. Back again are the stalls, and the 


effect of all the rich costumes in the boxes 
and stalls is kaleidoscopic. From the ring 
comes the rattle of the chairts, the champ of 
the bit, and the steady beat of the hoofs on 
the tan bark. Around the ring is heard the 
buzz of animated conversation, occasionally 
a merry peal of laughter, and then a 
round of applause, and above all the strains 
of music coming trom the top gallery. 


POLICE MAKE A FINE SHOWING. 


The mounted police proved the best at- 
traction of the day. There were forty-two 
entries, and the men were commanded by 
Inspector McLaughlin, with Sergt. Hagan 
next in command. On the stand with the 
judges were Police Commissioners Hess, 
Abell, and York. The horses never looked 


SO well, all being perfectly groomed. The 
men gave an interesting drill, and then 
H. L. de Bussigny, the judge, awarded the 
ribbons, giving the first prize to Frank, rid- 
den by Patrolman F. T. Baldwin; second 

rize to Walter, ridden by Patrolman P. J. 

unt, and third prize to Bullet, ridden by 
Patrolman Thomas A. Howard. Punch, 
ridden by Patrolman George Schafner, was 
highly commended. 

The four prize winners then gave an ex- 
hibition of catching runaways. A horsé be- 
longing to C. F. Bates was hitched to a 
light cart, and gave the policemen a good 
race. Patrolman Howard had the hardest 
time, and in catching the runaway pulled 
it up so quickly when on the turn that it 
threw ‘he wagon over, spilled out the man, 
and, of course, threw the horse. No dam- 
age was done. 

In the afternoon there were a few mis- 
haps while the tandems were in the ring. 
Gladys, the wheeler in Howard Willetts’s 
tandem, and The Flame, the leader in J. 
L. Conaway’s team, acted badly and were 
sent out of the ring before they could do 
any damage. After the awards had been 
made The Whirl of the Town, the leader in 
C. F. ‘Bates’s team and the winner of the 
blue ribbon, got his leg over the trace. This 
made him mad, and he started kicking, nar- 
rowly missing Sporting Life’s face. This 
fuss upset E. D. Jordan’s team, and they 
had to be unharnessed in the ring before 
they could be taken out. 

Old Fashion was shown in a class for 
stallions to be shown with three of their 
get. The others were Enthorpe, Performer, 
and Abdul Hamid II. Fashion always ’is a 
favorite, and when the blue ribbon was 
laced on his headstall the spectators 
owled’ with delight. Prescott Lawrence, 
who owns Fashion, was watching the ring 
from a box and his face was a study when 
he saw that his old horse had won. 


THE SOCIAL SIDE. 


The afternoon at the Garden saw a fairly 
g00d -social attendance. Mrs. Burke-Roche 
Possibly received more comments than any 
other woman who took part im the prome- 
nade. This was due to the fact that she 
was attired in a smart, long, biscuit-colored 
coat which completely enveloped her gown. 
This style of wrap, though conceded to be 


the latest successful whim of fashion, is 
too recent to pass unnoticed in a throng. 
It can scarcely be said to have any fit ex- 
cept about the shoulders, fof it falls from 
the bust in folds.

test on Wednesday afternoon, made an- 
other splendid showing. “Goodfellow and 
Orthello, the latter a handsome black, full 
of quality, and a bold, dashing fencer, also 
showed up well. 

The hackneys had the ring to themselves 
for the next haif hour, and there were a 


number of their admirers on hand. The 
half-dozen made the best showing of any 
that have been seen this year in the hack- 
ney classes, and of the lot, Elegance, Eben 
PD. Jordan’s daughter of Lord “gs 4 IL, to 
which the judges awarded first prize, was 
certainly the best. She is a clean-cut, well- 
put-up brown, full of quality, and a splen- 
did all-round mover. F. G. Bourne’s Miss 
Glen, whose appearance was not improved 
by the recent use of a clipper on her coat, 
was awarded second prize, and third fell 
to Miss Sutton, a daughter of the English 
sire Chocolate. 

Only four trotting stallions came into the 
ring for judgment in Class 7, but they 
made a splendid collection that aroused the 
admiration of every spectator. The hha 
Farm had a worthy representative in The 
Earl, 2:27, a magnificent up-standing chest- 
nut by Mambrino King. Oxford Chimes, a 
typical son of Chimes, and looking an ideal 
stock horse, was the second string to the 
Village Farm’s bow. The former won the 
blue ribbon and the latter was ee ge ee 
mended. H. N. Bain’s black colt aster 
Elect, by Quartermaster, merited the second 
prize awarded him. 


POLO CROWD WELL REPRESENTED. 


There were only three entries in Class 11, 
for trotting brood mares, to be shown with 
two of their produce—one a weanling and 
the other not to exceed four years old. The 
mares were to be judged by their individ- 
uality, pedigree, and producing qualities. 


Addie Lee II., by Electioneer-Addie Lee, by 
Culver’s Black Hawk, had two youngsters, 
one by Wickliffe and the other by Monte- 
rey, shown for H. N. Bain. The Village 
Farm was represented by Princess Royal, 
by Chimes-Estabella, by Alcantara, with a 
good-looking colt and The Earl, as her get, 
and by that grand brood mare Nettie King, 
by Mambrino King-Nettie Murphy, by Ham- 
lin Patchen, with Beau Ideal and a colt by 
Dare Devil at her heels. The Village Farm 
got first and second prizes, in the order 
named, and Addie Lee took third. 

The pole crowd was well represented 
when the polo ponies came into the ring. 
The ponies were judged for their handiness, 
manners, and conformation, and in order 
to have a chance to win the entry must 
have been possessed of the agility of a cat. 
John E. Cowdin, who ranks among the 
most heavily handicapped polo players in 
with his pony “Glenwood, G. L. Myers got 
sécond prize with Tiger, an extremely quick 
ond prize with Tiger, an extremely quick 
and clever dun. Master Jay Gould, the son 
of George J. Gould, won fourth prize with 
Topsy, a bay pony. When the pony got the 
white ribbon, his young master roundly up- 
ee his groom for not allowing him to 
ride it. 

Ponies again had the ring after the recess 
hour, but they were in harness and they 
made a very pretty display. The little ani- 
mals were sent around the ring through 
their various paces and received a warm 
greeting from all sides. Master Bratton, 
the son of the Western dealer, drove his 
own pony: Dot in good style, and was 
awarded first prize, and Clarence Gerken’s 
Jennie was given the second ribbon. 

A cavalcade of saddle horses trotted into 
the ring when the ponies left, among the 
troop being three ridden by women. The 
latter held their own in the matter of horse- 
manship, for Mrs, Sambel appeared on Mrs. 
E. J. Berwick’s Chestnut Baby, and was 
awarded the blue rosette. Mrs. Beach had 
the mount on Mrs. J. De Forest Daniel- 
son’s Milord, and the latter was highly 
commended, while second and third prizes 
were awarded respectively to Edwin H. 
Weatherbee’s Compeer and Frank Coyken- 
dall’s Sport. 

Col. Lawrence Kip, whose hobby in the 
matter of appointments is well known, had 
his annual triumph in the roadster class, in 
which general appointments, including 
wagon,’ harness, robe, blanket, whip, and 
style count 30 per cent. and the horses 70 
per cent. His team, Water Maid end Water 
Cress, already first-prize winners in another 
class, took the blue ribbon, and Col. Kip, 
smiling and happy over the result, was 
congratulated on the latest addition to his 
already long list of victories in this class. 


SMALLEST ANIMAL EXHIBITED, 


There was general disappointment felt by 
those of the spectators who were not pony 
experts when the prizes were awarde@ in 
Class 70, which opened the evening show, 
for almost every one wanted to see the 
blue ribbon pinned en the bridle of Midget, 


the tiniest animal in the show. This 
class was for ponies in single harness, 
shown to, appropriate vehicles. C. J. Jeffer- 
son, the son of Joseph Jefferson, owns 
Midget, a bright-eyed, closely clippped mare 
only 29 inches high. He weighs only 127 
pounds, and could easily be carried around 
in a market basket. He was hitched to a 
sulky that weighed only twenty-five pounds, 
and Master Jefferson was perhaps the heav- 
iest part of the whole outfit. But there 
wae no prize for Midget. He got only en- 
dearing terms and general sympathy from 
the spectators, while the first prize went 
to W. J. Sampson’s Jessie, second and third

There was a surprise in store for those 
who had attended the Show every day 
when the prizes were distributed in Class 51, 
for horses in harness to appropriate two- 
wheeled vehicles. They were shown first 
at a slow and then at a fast trot, and put 
through many paces. Although there were 
any number of horses that had won prizes 
in other classes in the ring, none of them 
were given the coveted piece of blue silk.

He is a big, 
upstanding chestnut, with up-and-down ac- 
tion in front, and although a flashy-looking 
one, apparently not as good all round as 
some of the others. Oliver H. P. Belmont’s 
Uncle Sam got second prize, and Sampson, 
John §. Bratton’s entry, third.

TRUSTS IN THE PRESIDENT. 


Postmaster General Smith’s Address at 
the Union League Banquet 
in Philadelphia. 


PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 17.—Postmaster 
General Smith was the guest of honor to- 
night at a banquet and reception given by 
the Directors of the Union League, of 
which Mr. Smith is a member. Mr. Smith, 
in, the course of an address, said: 

““We do not know what may be before 
us. But one thing we do know, and that 


is that, whatever may come, whatever 
doubt or difficulty, the President will meet 
it with sure insight, with unfailing sagacity, 
wth calm courage, and with firm and con- 
fident reliance on the patriotism of the 
American people. He will be governed, not 
by personal desire, but by a profound con- 
viction of public duty. 

‘“‘Have we great problems? Are we per- 
plexed about the disposition of far-off do- 
mains where American valor has unfurled 
the American flag? Who would turn them 
back \to Spain? Who would invite the 
risks of divided and contentious csovereign- 
ty? What, then, remains but manly accept- 
ance of the responsibilities which have been 
laid upon us? 

““Never fear the capacity of the Amer- 
ican people to deal with these questions. 
The Anglo-Saxon blood is equal to every 
emergency and the American variety is 
not inferior to any other. We shall not 
fail of greatness through craven fear of 
being great. And so let us show the faith, 
the high courage, and the indomitable pur- 
pose which are worthy of our history and 
our destiny.”’ 


SENSATIONAL OMAHA TRIAL. 


Former Express Official Charged with 
Stealing and Corrupting Legislature. 


OMAHA, Neb., Nov. 17.—For eighteen 
years Fred Bechel of Omaha was Chief 
Auditor of the Pacific Express Company. 
To-day he was placed on trial for embezzling 
the funds of that company. Erastus Young, 
Auditor of the Union Pacific, who succeed- 
ed Bechel long enough to make an in- 
vestigation, which he alleges developed 
that something like $150,000 of that com- 
pany had been feloniously squandered, fur- 
nishes the evidence of the prosecution. 

In addition to being Pacific Express Au- 
ditor, Bechel has been a very prominent 
politician, being President of the Omaha 


Council when arrested. Mr. Bechel’s frierids 
declare that while considerable funds’ of 
the company have been used for political 
purposes during Bechel’s incumbercy, the 
money was paid to members of the Ne- 
braska Legislature during the past ten 
years to head off hostile legislation. 

At the time of Bechel’s arrest his assist- 
ant, T. K. Sudburrough, and the chief clerk, 
and Y. Hunt, were also arrested, and Presi- 
dent Morseman resigned. Friends of the 
interested ex-officials assert that the prose- 
cution is the desire of the new spirit in the 
Union Pacific management to make a nec- 
ord, and since that company owns a big 
block of Patific Express Company stock 
Young took this means of making public 
matters which he thought would establish 
his standing as a shrewd auditor. 

On the other hand Young’s friends assert 
that he investigated the business in the or- 
dinary course, and found things so rotten 
that prosecution was necessary. 

One of the clerks under Bechel was the 
first witness to-day. He testified to forcing 
balances frequently, one time adding 
$20,000 to make the books balance. He said 
he did this under instructions from the As- 
sistant Auditor and understood this money 
was used for legislative purposes at Lincoln. 
These irregularities had been going on for 
ten years, he said. 

The testimony brought out the additional 
fact that many of the books and papers of 
the department had disappeared when 
Bechel was arrested. The case will continue 
a week. but the most interesting phase is 
that the incoming Legislature purposes to 
investigate the report that thousands have 
been used to corrupt Nebraska legislators 
and for this purpose will force the express 
company to bring in their books for the 
past ten years. 


JERSEY SOLDIER A DESERTER. 


He Had a Toe Amputated in Order to 
Get Into the Army. 


PERTH AMBOY, N. J., Nov. 17.—Andrew 
R. Anderson, who submitted to having one 
of his toes amputated because of a mal- 
formation, in order to pass the examining 
surgeon and secure admission to the Third 
Regiment, New Jersey Volunteers, has been 
posted as a deserter, and the authorities 
are now looking for him.

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THE EVACUATION OF CUBA 
Spaniards to be Under Our Pro- 
tection After Jan. 1. 


NEW RAILROAD CONSTRUCTION 


Col. Hecker to Begin Work on a Line 
from Casa Blanca to Guana- 
bacoa Soon. 


HAVANA,. Nov. 17.—The date for the 
Spanish evacuation has been definitely set- 
tled as Jan. 1. All the Spanish troops then 
remaining in the island will be quartered 
under the protection of the United States, in 
camps especially designated, pending em- 
barkation for Spain, 

The stenographic report of yesterday’s 
joint session of the Evacuation Commission- 
ers was signed this afternoon by the Span- 
iards, the Americans having previously at- 
tached their signatures. Nothing was defi- 
nitely settled regarding the question of fixed 
and movable property, and it is understood 
that the subject will be referred to the 
respective Governments for consideration. 
The Spanish troops will carry their small 
arms, colors, field pieces, and the entire 
equipment of an army in the field. fe? 

The landing place at Marianao was to-day 
turned over officially to Gen. Humphreys, 
who is the ranking Chief Quartermaster of 
the United States troops in the island. A 
depot for Quartermaster’s stores will be 
erected there. This morning the pier and 
wharf were inspected by Gen. Greene, Gen. 
Humphreys, and Col. Hecker, who expressed 
themselves as satisfied with the work. 

In the course of the next fortnight work 
will be commenced, under Col. Hecker’s di- 
rections, upon a railroad from Casa Blanca, 


on the east side of Havana Bay, to Guana- 
bacoa, where it will connect with the tracks 
of the United Railroad, thus facilitating the 
transportation of commissary’ supplies. 
Next Sunday Col. Hecker and Capt. Craw- 
ford will go to Matanzas, pushing on later 
to Cardenas, Sagua la Grande, and Cien- 
fuegos. Col. Hecker goes in his capacity 
of Chief of Transportation to make ar- 
rangements with the various railroads. 

Gen. Greene will personally lay out the 
camps on each side of the Vento water 
works, beginning work immediately upon 
the arrival of the first car of timber, 
which will be unloaded at Playa de Mari- 
anao, (Marianao Beach.) The building of a 
railroad from Havana Bay to Guanabacoa 
indicates that the Marianao landing place 
is to be only a temporary makeshift. 


AMERICAN TROOPS FOR HAVANA. 


Movement to Begin Within Ten Days 
—Afrrangements for Occupa- 
tion of Cienfuegos. 6 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 17.—The movement 
of United States troops to Havana Province 
will begin within ten days. The exact date 
of their arrival will be determined by the 
reports of Major-Gen. Greene, who com- 
mands a division of the Seventh Corps, and 
is now in Havana on ,business connected 
with garrisoning that province, and of Gen. 
Charles F. Humphrey and Col. Hecker of 
the Quartermaster’s Department. These of- 
ficers have authority to complete arrange- 
ments for the reception of the troops, Quar- 
termaster’s officers being engaged in the 
supervision of the construction of wharves 
and depots to be used by the army. 

The occupation of Cienfuegos is also re- 
ceiving attention. Gen. Snyder will com- 
mand the First Brigade which lands in that 
province. He will be followed soon after- 
ward by Major Gen. Wilson and the First 
Corps. 

Nothing has been heard of the detach- 
ments of the Eighth Cavalry, which sailed 
for Nuevitas and Fuerto Principe, but as 
there is no telegraphic communication with 
that part of the island, no surprise is mani- 
fested at the War Department. 

The conduct of the volunteer regiments in 
Santiago Province may result in a transfer 
of some of these troops to corps where a 
more rigid discipline can be enforced, and 
where regiments under command of genera! 
officers can be used to quell any disturb- 
ances of the immune regiments.

SEIZURE OF GUNS IN CUBA. 


Captain of the Glacier Says He Se- 
cured Them for Secretary 
Long. 


SANTIAGO DE CUBA, Nov. 17.—Col. 
Ray, the American commander at Guan- 
tanamo, reports from that place that he 
heard that the United States Government 
ship Glacier had landed a number of men 
at the port of Cayo del Toro and had taken 
possession of the two finest pieces of bronze 
eannon there. It was added that the men 
of the Glacier had also accidentally blown 
up the arsenal. 

Immediately after hearing these reports 
Col. Ray went to Caimenera in order to 
investigate the matter. There he saw Capt. 
Norman and the officers of the ship, who 
positively denied knowing anything regard- 
ing the cannon. Col, ‘Ray, however, said 
he had obtained his information from a re- 


liable source, the British Consul being his 
informant, whereupon Capt. Norman ad- 
mitted taking the guns, and said he took 
them for the Secretary of the Navy. The 
Captain refused to furnish any further in- 
formation on tie subject, and consequently 
it is not known whether he acted under 
the orders of the Secretary of the Navy or 
is merely making the Secretary a private 
present. 

Three similar guns have been asked for 
by the Navy Department as ornaments for 
Annapolis, and the War Office granted the 
permission necessary, with the result that 
Capt. Chester of the Cincinnati will ship 
them North at the first opportunity. 

Col. Ray decided to await instructions on 
the subject. 


RECALCITRANT CUBAN KILLED. 


Refused to Lay Down His Arms and 
Attacked an Officer.

A Revolving Escapement Which Pro- 
duces Wonderful Timekeeping. 


From The London Times. 

There is at present to be seen in the shop 
of Messrs. Smith & Son, in the Strand, a 
remarkable wateh, whose claim to distinc- 
tion rests on the fact that it has gained the 
Kew certificate ‘‘ Class A, Especially Good,” 
with the extraordinary high marks of 88.1 
out of a possible 100. It should be ex- 
plained, that to watches of the highest 
‘class tested at Kew Observatory marks are 
allocated as follows: Forty for absence of 
variation in daily rate, 40 for freedom from 
change of rate in various positions, and 20 
for complete compensation for differences 
of temperature between 40° and 90° Fahren- 
heit. To win the full 100 marks a watch 
would have to be absolutely perfect as a 
timekeeper—a result that is scarcely withir? 
the range of practical achievement. The 


particular watch in question—an all-English 
pocket chronometer—obtained 28.1, 37.6, and 
17.4 marks under the three heads respec- 
tively. While its marks for temperature 
compensation are not unsurpassed—as many 
as 19.7 having been recorded out of 20— 
those for smallness in variation in daily 
rate and for absence of positional errors are 
unusually good. Its mean variation of daily 
rate amounts to only one-third of a sec- 
ond, and the mean difference between the 
extreme gaining and losing rates to four 
seconds. The makers attribute this result 
to the use of a revolving escapement, or 
tourbillon, a device in which the frame that 
earries the escapement is made to revolve 
slowly but continuously in the main frame 
by the action of the watch, thus reducing 
the errors in timekeeping from change of 
position. This piece of mechanism does not 
materially increase the complication of the 
watch, involving the addition of one wheel 
only. The institution of watch-testing at 
Kew in 1884 appears to have had a dis- 
tinct effect on the number and quality of 
fine English watches. Thus, of 254 watches 
submitted in 1885 for Class A certificates, 
less than 44 per cent. were successful; two 
years later 63 per cent. of the 463% tested 
were up to the required standard; and last 
year the number sent in was 680, while the 

recentage of successes rose to over 72. See- 
fas that English manufacturers have lost 
so much of the cheap watch trade, it is sat- 
isfactory that they can hold their own, and 
more than hold their own, in those of the 
highest class. 


The Rev...Dr. Dwight to Close His 
University Career with 
“> 2° This _Year. 


ANNOUNCEMENT IS A SURPRISE 


The Corporation Asks Him to Recon- 
sider His Action, but He Refuses 
—Director of Scientific 
School Also Resigns. 


NEW HAVEN, Conn., Nov. 17.—Yale Unt- 
versity to-night is filled with astonishment 
at the announcement, which was made pub- 
lic early this evening, at the conclusion of 
a stated meeting of the University Cor- 
poration, to the effect that President Tim- 
othy Dwight had presented to-day his res- 
ignation, to take effect at the end of the 
present academic year. 

It has been no secret for some time that 
President Dwight contemplated his resig- 
nation before age weighed too heavily upon 
him, but his enthusiasm in the arrange- 
ments for the coming bi-centennial cele- 
bration in 1901 had led to the belief that 
he would not abandon his office until the 
festival had been celebrated. According- 
ly, the announcement made by the Presi- 
dent to-day to the members of the corpora- 
tion took that body by surprise. 

Immediately upon the presentation of the 
resignation, the corporation passed the fol- 


lowing mirute: 

The announcement by the President of his res- 
ignation of his office, to take effect at the end of 
this university year, has come to the corporation 
as a great surprise, and it would most profoundly 
regret it if it believed it was necessary to accept 
this action as final and conclusive. 

While testifying its affectionate admiration for 
him personally, and its gratification with his ad- 
ministration,.the corporation. most earnestly re- 
quests and urges him to fix the date of his retire- 
ment at the time of the bi-centennial celebration 
in 1901. Therefore, 

Resolved, That the corporation earnestly re- 
quests of the President to delay the date of his 
retirement until October, 1901. 


President Dwight subsequently expressed 
his feeling that he must abide by the de- 
cision announced in his letter of resigna- 
tion, and the .letter was then referred to 
a special commiitee to report at a meeting 
of the corporation to be held on Dec. 13. 

Following is President Dwight’s letter of 
resignation: 


To the Corporation of the University: 

Gentlemen: It has been my conviction for many 
years that it is desirable—alike with reference to 
his own happiness in the later, less active, and 
more restful period of life, and as related to 
the highest interests of the institution—that a 
person who is placed in the chief administrative 
office in a large university like ours should 
not continue in that position beyond the age 
of seventy. In accordance with this conviction I 
have had the purpose ever since I entered upon 
the Presidency to offer my resignation at the 
time when I should myself reach that age. As 
that time has just now arrived, I make known 
to you my desire to withdraw from the duties 
of my office at the close of the present academic 
year, and my wish that, at the regular meeting 
of your body, which is to be held in May, or at 
the meeting that will take place in June, you 
should elect a President of the university who 
shall enter upon the duties of his position imme- 
diately after the next annual Commencement. 

As I make this announcement, of my wishes 
and present to you this request I trust that it 
may not seem inappropriate for me to express 
the pleasure which I have in the thought that 
in my Official relations to the institution I have 
from the outset enjoyed the blessing which comes 
from the existence of a generous sentiment on 
the part of the membership of the university, 
both in its older and its younger sections, and 
also in the thought that there is no one, so far 
as I know, among the company of Yale grad- 
uates whose residence and work are outside of 
the university limits or among the friends of 
Yale, who has other than kindly feelings toward 
me personally at the present hour. The friend- 
ship of the Yale brotherhood, abiding with me as 
it has done in the past, and enduring as it does 
even to the closing “ys, is the best reward of 
my long continuec a: d happy life in the serv- 
ice and fellowship of ‘he university. 

With sentiments of *he highest esteem and with 
grateful acknowledge nent of your uniform kind- 
ness and friendly corsideration, I am, gentlemen, 
very sincerely and ‘ruly yours, 

TIMOTHY DWIGHT. 


Timothy Dwig’it, the twelfth President 
of Yale University, is the grandson of 
Timothy Dwight, who was President of Yale 
from 1795 to 1817. The present Dwight was 
born in 1828. He was graduated from Yale 
in 1849, and two years later served as a 
tutor in the college. At the same time he 
studied in the Yale Theological Seminary 
and concluded this work in 1855. In this 
year he went akrdad and studied two years 
at the Universities cf Bonn and Berlin, and 
upon returning to America was ordained a 
minister. In 1858 he was elected Professor 
of Sacred Literature in the Yale Seminary, 
filling that chair until he became President 
of the university in 1886, the successor of 
Noah Porter. 

It was immediately after President 
Dwight assumed his executive position that 
the college took great strides in its scope 
and popularity. and developed from a .col- 
lege into 2 university, and his administra- 
tion throughout has been on the board lines 
originally laid down. 

Prof. George J. Brush, director of the Shef- 
field Scientittc School, also presented his res- 
ignation to-day. It was accepted, and. Prof, 
Brush was appointed professor emeritus. 
Prof. R. H. Chittenden was elected as Di- 
rector Brush’s successor. Prof. Brush’s 
connection with the Sheffield Scientific 
School dates back to 1857.

last Summer. The purpose !s to prepare 
during the coming Winter months for such 
an efficient cordon of protection around the 
country that the chances of a reintroduction 
of the disease will be reduced to a minimum, 
while at the same time the points of infec- 
tion in Cuba and elsewhere will be so im- 
proved by sanitation and guarded by quar- 
antine that the main sources of danger will 
be removed. 

Already the Marine. Hospital service has 
begun its work of establishing a cordon of 
quarantine around Cuba. A large floating 
disinfecting plant is in operation in Havana 
Harbor, and a similar floating disinfecting 
plant is at Santiago, although not yet in 
operation. These are to take charge of the 
shipping coming to American ports and put 
it through such thorough disinfection that 
all fever germs will be removed. , 

Similar floating plants will he established 
at all other large commercial points, and 
such rigid rules put in force that the ship- 
ping will be free from danger before it is 
out of Cuban waters, although the same 


rigid quarantine at American ports will be 
continued. Surgeon General Wyman is 
going ahead with this floating disinfection, 
although the present laws are not all that 
is desired to give officials the right to estab- 
lish quarantine outside of the country. 
Owing to this weakness of the law strong 
efforts will be made to have Congress pass 
what is known as the Caffrey bill, granting 
additional quarantine powers. ‘ 

Besides the quarantine to provide against 
the escape of diseases trom the island, the 
authorities are now considering plans for 
the internal sanitation of the island on an 
extensive scale. What branch of the serv- 
ice wiil have that in charge is not yet set- 
tled. Surgeon General Wyman says the 
Marine Hospital Service will undertake the 
work if it is desired. But as Cuba will 
be under military rule for many months to 
come, the War Department may deter- 
mine to carry on the local sanitation in 
connection with its other branches of mil- 
itary occupation and control. 

Just what should be done in the way of 
draining, clearing away foul deposits, and 
establishing modern sanitary methods at 
the main points of Cuba is being thoroughly 
canvassed Dy officials here, and it is ex- 
pected that a plan, and the officials to ex- 
ecute the plan, will be decided on at an 
early day. 

Another means of coping with the disease 
is by eee nee J a force of fever experts 
throughout the island, to report on the con- 
dition of contagion and the appearance of 
any new outbreak. The Surgeon General 
now has cwo of these experts at Havana 
and one at Santiago, and this will be the 
nucleus or a much larger force. Two other 
experts—Surgeons Wasdin and Geddings— 
left here yesterday for Havana, raising the 
force there to four officers, besides the sub- 
ordinates and assistants. 

The work of Messrs. Wasdin and Ged- 
dings is considered  mdyge need important, 
as they are specially appointed by the 
President as a commission to ascertain the 
causes of yellow fever. This appointment 
was made about a year ago, and the ex- 
perts have opened laboratories and con- 
ducted their inquiries at New Orleans and 
Havapa. The work at Havana was inter- 
rupted by tne war, but the laboratory out- 
fit did not suffer during hostilities, and 
they now return to resume the investiga- 
tion. Their preliminary report to the Sur- 
geon General, submitted a few days ago, is 
said to be one of the most important con- 
tributions to medical science made in re- 
cent days, as it age sustains the 
Sanarelli theory that yellow fever is the 
outgrowth of a certain organism. This is 
not yet the positive conclusion of the United 
States Commissioners, but Surgeon Ged- 
dings repors that in his experiments he 
has found that 76 per cent. of the yellow 
fever cultures had the organisms described 
by Sanarelli, while Surgeon Wasdin identi- 
fied 42 per cent. of cases as showing the 
Sanarelli organisms. 

Dr. Geddings supplements his report by 
recommending that, as the bacillus interoids 
of Sanarelli are indicated to be the’eause of 
yellow fever, experiments be made on lower 
animals with the Sanarelli toxines. The 
work already done by the two experts gives 
promise to the officials here that the com- 
plete investigation will make a marked con- 
tribution to the problem of preventing and 
curing yellow fever. P 

Concerning the recurrence of fever epi- 
demics in this country, the Marine Hospi- 
tal authorities hope that their hands will be 


strengthened by the Caffrey bill, which pro- | 


vides for the establishment of a more ef- 
fective Iederal control of local and border 
quarantine. It is said, however, that the 
lessons of the outbreak last Summer give 
no grouna for apprehension that the dis- 
ease will be brought in yearly. The out- 
break, it is held, was but a renewal of that 
of the year before, no new cases being in- 
troduced. The intervening Winter was un- 
usually mild, so that the germs were not 
entirely eradicated, furnishing the basis for 
the renewed outbreak during the hot months 
last Summer. Surgeon General Wyman 
says, however, that the outbreak was 
marked by comparative mildness, the cases 
being much fewer than the year before, the 
attacks less severe. the fever points con- 
fined to two States, and the deaths much 
fewer than the years before.

MEMPHIS, Tenn., Nov. 17.—The National 
Quarantine Commission assembled here to- 
day with 125 delegates preSent and others 
arriving with each incoming train. A ma- 
jority ot the delegates are from the South- 
ern States more affected by the visitation 
of yellow fever, as they were asked to send 
a larger representation than the other sec- 
tions.

Wrne subject with which the convention is 
to deal is how to provide an efficient quar- 
antine to protect the States from invasion 
of infectious and contagious diseases.

JERSEY CENTRAL WILL PAY. 


The New Jersey Central Railroad Com- 
pany ceased paying the local taxes to which 
it was liable in Jersey City in 1884. The 
city authorities took no action in the matter 
until early in the present year, when, as 
they claimed the company was in arrears 
to the city in the sum of $800,000. The com- 


pany did not deny its liability, but did dis- 
pute the amount. After several confer- 
ences, the sum of $576,068.51 was agreed 
upon as the amount due by the company. 
The city wanted it paid at once, but this 
the company’s agent» said was impossible. 

A proposition to pay the amount in in- 
stallments, the city to issue bonds so as to 
secure the use of the money at once, was 
made, the company pledging itself to pay 
into the City Treasury yearly enough 
money to meet the bonds coming due in 
that year.

AND HUDSON AFFAIRS. 


The stories that the Delaware and Huda- 
son Canal Company is passing under the 
control of the New York Central are au- 
thoritatively denied at the offices of both 
companies. Chauncey M. Depew, who is 
a director of the Delaware and Hudson, as 
well as of the New York Central, says 
there is no truth in the stories, and Pres- 
ident Olyphant says that he is not aware 
of any pending changes in the control of the 
Delaware and Hudson Company. The re- 
cent sale of the Rutland Railroad by the 
Delaware and Hudson is declared to be in 
no sense a Vanderbilt deal. 

It is now explained that the directors of 
the Delaware and Hudson Company voted 
to sell the control of the Rutland road to 
President Clement and his friends on the 
understanding that the purchase was a pri- 
vate venture of his own, and that the New 
York Central had no interest in it. Pres- 
ident Olyphant says that in no case would 
the independent operation of the Rutland 
be a menace to the Delaware and Hudson, 
and officers of the New York Central say 
that they do not see how possession of the 
Rutland could benefit their line to any ex- 
tent.

Illinois Central Extensions. 


CHICAGO, Nev. 17.—The Illinois Central 
Railroad has decided to extend its lines 
to Omaha. All the preliminary work has 
been done and the construction of about 


175 miles of new track from Fort Dodge, 
Iowa, to Omaha will begin early next 
Spring. The Illinois Central is about to 
construct a valuable feeder to its system 
in Northern Louisiana. It is a continuance 
of the logging railway running from Kent- 
wood in a northeasterly direction toward 
the Mississippi State line. ‘The road will be 





extended to Columbus, fifty miles from 
Kentwood.

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MONTAUK POINT DEFENDED 


War Investigators Told of “ Waste- 
ful Abundance” of Medi- 
~.. cine and Delicacies. 


SELECTION OF ARMY CAMPS 


Gen. Miles Said to Have Chosen 
Chickamauga, Fernandina, Miami, 
and. Falls Church for the Mo- 
bilization of the Troops.

" WASHINGTON, Nov. 17.—The War In- 
, Westigating Commission adjourned at 4 
o'clock to-day to meet at the Fifth Avenue 
Hotel in New York at 10 o’clock to-morrow. 
Gen. Dodge requests that witnesses who 
have matters to bring to the attention of 
tthe board report at that point. He sdys 
letters had been received from about 100 
persons in the vicinity of New York, but 
that he doe: not know whether all of these 


qwill appear as witnesses. 

After corcluding the work in New York 
the commission will proceed to Boston, and, 
returning, will stop at Philadelphia to make 
certain inquiries there, It is also expected 
that a number of witnesses will be called 
efter the return to Washington, and if the 
commission does not go to Cuba some per- 
eons there will be asked to come here, Col. 
Denby will remain in Washington while the 
other members of the commission are ab- 
pent, and will take the testimony of such 
persons as may ask to be heard. 

The Adjutant General has furnished the 
fommission a statement showing the au- 
thority upon which the camps occupied dur- 


fing the war with Spain were selected. It 
shows that Gen. Miles located the camps 
at Chickamauga, Fernandina, Miami, 
and Falls Church, (Camp Alger;) that Gen. 
(Lee selected that at Jacksonville, and Gen. 
(Merriam that at San Francisco, and that 
the other camps, except that at Tampa, 
mere located by boards of officers. The re- 
Port says that a permanent camp was 
never contemplated at Tampa, but that 
troops were sent there preparatory tor em- 
Berkation, on recommendation of Gen. 
es 


Dr. Forwood continued his testimony to- 
ay concerning conditions at Montauk 
Point. where he was Chief Army Surgeon. 
fe said that from the beginning to the 
end of the history of the general hospital 
at Camp Wikoff there was never a time 
when there were not from 50 to 500 vacant 
beds. Many patients, soon after arriving, 
were sent away te hospitals in neighboring 
cities, largely in response to public clamor. 
The patients taken away were largely 
typhoid cases, and were selected chiefly 
because it was believed not wise to allow 
typhoid cases to accumulate at Montauk. 
‘Another reason was the necessity of ex- 
tending the hospital accommodations. Dur- 
ing the first thirty days of the history of 
the camp 9,000 patients were treated, and 
it would have been out of the question to 
take care of them all in the camp hos- 
pitals. 


WASTEFUL ABUNDANCE AT MON- 
TAUK. 


Dr. Forwood declared that there had been 
a sufficiency of medicines and medical sup- 
plies at all times—a wasteful abundance, in 
fact. From first to last, during the history 
of the camp, fifty-four carloads were re- 


ceived. Notwithstanding this fact, there 
Was complaint of the scarcity of medical 
supplies and medicines, due largely to the 
fact that the doctors often required pro- 
rietary medicines, which were not kept in 
and. No requisitions were required in get- 
ting medicines, 

Dr. Conner read a letter from Major 
M. W. Wood, a regular army Surgeon, dated 
at Montauk in August, complaining that 
there was a pressing want of medical sup- 

lies, and that the camp was in a deplora- 

le condition. Dr. Forwood said that Dr. 
Wood was disappointed because he did not 
get a leave of absence immediately after ar- 
riving from Cuba, which he had asked for, 
notwithstanding his services were needed, 
and he was in poor physical condition. Gen. 
Wheeler had refused to grant this request. 

‘From that time,’’ said Dr. Forwood, “ he 
was constantly kicking and bucking. He 
was disgruntled and disloyal, and found 
fault with everything. For instance, he said 
the well water was polluted, declaring he 
‘would not take a drink of it for $5.”’ 

A dispatch was read from Gen. Wheeler 
Saying that Dr. Wood had failed to secure 
medicines only because he had not sent for 
them. Dr. Forwood declared that the com- 
ine concerning the purity of the water at 

ontauk had originated with men who had 
filters and distilling apparatus for sale. The 
‘water was pure and plentiful. He said the 
transportation facilities of the camp were 
poor, and that often the vehicles received 
Were not complete in their equipment. The 
witness said he had annulled the contracts 
of two or three contract Surgeons because 
of incompetency, but that he knew of no 
case of neglect on the part of physicians 
or nunses of a character to compromise the 
welfare of the patients. 


CRITICISM UNFAIR? 


Dr, Forwood said many physicians had 
tome to the camp at the instance of the 
newspapers, generally for a compensation 
of about $50. Among these was Dr. Lee, 
who was a personal friend of his, and he 
had told the doctor te look the camp over 
and criticise whenever’ he found occasion 
for criticism. The doctor had written his 
article, making parts of it very flattering 
but he was very much disgusted, after the 


appearance of the matter, to find th 
the complimentary portion of it had’ bens 
expunged. Dr. Edson’s predictions as to the 
“ap pas not ——~ realized,

In 
conclusion, Dr. Forwood said that many 
patients who had been removed by their 
friends had died, and that in many in-

YOUNG'S SEARCH FOR A CAMP. 


Major Gen. S. B. M. Young related in 
W@etail his experience at Santiago and its 
wicinity, and afterward at Montauk. He 
said he had landed at Daiquiri on the 21st 
of June, and that by the morning of the 
23d his entire brigade had been put ashore. 
He had notified Gen. Wheeler and had re- 


ceived orders to move on four or five miles 
and secure a good camp. He had accord- 
ingly pushed on to Siboney. He had asked 
Gen, Wheeler where the Government camp- 
ing ground was, and he had replied that 
the aniards occupied it. ‘I then,” said 
Gen. Young, “ asked permission to go out 
lh 4 oy ground, grid . ome like to 
ge or our own troops, to which J 
Wheeler assented.” wore 

In accordance with this arrangement, he 
moved out at 5 o’clock next morning to 
fight the battle of Guasima, sending the 
volunteers—the Rough Riders—by one road, 
the regulars going by another. He de- 
clared that there was no surprise in this 
fight and no ambuscade, as had been re- 
ported. He had reconnoitred the Spanish 
camp with a glass for half an hour before 
the fight began, and he had atteaieed the 
Spaniards, and not the Spaniards him. 
Speaking of the Rough Riders, he said 
there had been no greater percentage of 
casualties among them than amo the 
regulars, and that they were not led into 
any situation not to be expected in war. 
“The report that they were allowed to be 
ambuscaded was due,” he said, “‘ entirely to 
the demoralized reporter and the demor- 
alized Adjutant of the regiment, who had 
left the service soon afterward.” 

Gen. Young said he had occupied the en- 
emy’s camp that day. ‘“‘ And it was a very 
good camp,” he added naively. 

In reply to a question as to what aid he 
had secured from the Cubans in this fight 

replied, ‘‘ None whatever.” The Cuban 
des had deserted him upon the first fire. 
Castillo on the night before had told 
that he would send 500 Cubans with 
when, the next morning, he had 


: 
sent to notify Castillo that he was prepared 
to proceed his messenger had found a card 
on the Cuban commander's door saying that 
he must not be disturbed. He had, there- 
fore, proceeded without the Cubans.

Gen. Young said he had been the only 
man in the command at La Guasima who 
was mounted, and that he rode a mule. He 
carried no e except a rubber “ slick- 
er,”’ (coat,) a pajama, and a tooth brush. 
The wounded were carried back to Siboney, 
and, while the hospital there was somewhat 
congested, the men were well attended to. 

Gen. Young said that immediately after 
the Guasima fight he had looked the ground 
over toward Caney, and had informed Gen. 
Wheeler that he was confident he could 
take the B ywuy that night with his brigade 
if allowed te do so. Gen. Wheeler had re- 
plied that his orders from Gen. Shafter were 
not to advance without notifying him, and 
that he would notify the General of his 
(Gen. Young’s) wishes. He had not heard 
anything more officially in regard to the 
matter. ’ 


PREPARATION OF MONTAUK. 


With this Gen. Young’s service in Cuba 
ceased, as he was taken down with fever 
on the 80th of June and sent back home. 
After a perio¢c of sickness he was sent to 
Montauk Point to establish Camp Wikoff. 
He detailed the difficulties of the preparation 
of the camp. He said it had been impossi- 


ble to get in floors, and that he had not 
considered them necessary either for health 
or comfort. ‘“‘I gave them lumber and 
hammers and nails, however, and told them 
to make themselves floors if they wanted 
them. I thought they were being treated 
too much like babies.’ ; 

Regarding the commissary supplies, he 
said they were abundant, and that food 
enough had been allowed to spoil to feed 
fifteen hundred men daily. The hospital 
and Quartermaster’s stores were also am- 
ple. He had never in all his experience seen 
army hospitals so well supplied with medi- 
cines and stores of all kinds, The controlling 
motive in selecting Montauk was that of 
securing proper quarantine, and a very 
strict quarantine was observed. He con- 
sidered the camp very healthful and the site 
desirable. 

“As to what was done there for the sol- 
diers,” he said, ‘‘I think I deserved more 
credit for what I did at Montauk than for 
what I did at La Guasima. I think more 
was done than should have been done for 
the soldiers.” 

Telling of the hardships of one command 
which had just arrived from Cuba, he said: 
“They were not the heroes, being only 
regulars.”” He said the privations of the 
war were not so serious as Indian cam- 
paigns he had been engaged in. There had 
been occasions when his command had had 
to live on corn, and others when there was 
nothing to be had except horse meat or 
burro meat. ‘‘ But that,” he said, ‘‘ was not 
in the newspapers.” 

He was satisfied that most of the com- 
plaints against the camp were unfounded. 
Many of the complaints were made by men 
and women who had never seen men in 
camp. Appreciating the situation, the sol- 
diers had “ played it on” the visitors, mak- 
ing complaints that were without founda- 
tion in order to get delicacies. ‘‘ Soldiers 
like to be made babies of,’”’ he said, ‘ and 
some of them soon got so they would not 
eat their regular rations.” 

Gen. Young concluded his testimony with 
the statement that the soldiers were far 
better cared for than they had been in the 
civil war. 


71ST HAD KRAG-JORGENSENS. 


Col. Downs Tells How They First Se- 
eured and Then Lost Them, 


The dispatch sent from Washington to the 
effect that the National Guard was to have 
Krag-Jorgensen rifles reminded Col. Wal- 
lace Downs of the Seventy-first New York 
Volunteers how narrowly he missed equip- 
ping one battalion of his men with the cov- 
eted arms. In speaking of it he said: 

‘**While we were in Cuba, I thought of 
applying for the Krags that were secured 
there, but knew that my request would be 
turned down by the authorities on the 
ground that they did not have them. There- 
fore I determined to get the rifles first and 
apply for them afterward. After the battle 
of Santiago I detailed one battalion to pro- 
cure all the rifies they could. The men 
picked up « number of them on the battle- 
field and visited the hospitals and there got 
possession of many more. 

“After we had the guns stored in our 
camp I made requisition for the exact num- 
ber of guns that I had secured. The ord- 
nance department denied the request, as 
I had anticipated. I then told them we had 
the guns, and only wanted to be allowed to 
keep them. We were dented this privilege, 
and I reluctantly gave up to the ordnance 
authorities several hundred of them. We 
had the satisfaction, however, of knowing 
that for a few days at least we had enough 
Krag-Jorgensens to equip one battalion.” 


TWO INCIDENTS OF TWO WARS. 


Cuban Woman and Her Dangerous 
Dog—A Rabbit in the Civil Strife. 


A soldier who had been through the late 
war in Cuba was entertaining a number of 
listeners with tales of the campaign, 

“Soon after we landed on the Cuban 
coast,” he said, ‘‘and were marching to 
battle, our regiment passed by a small farm- 
house, inhabited by a humble Cuban family. 
Ags the regiment tramped by, a tiny terrier 
ran from behind the house and began bark- 
ing at us terrifically. The heavy tread of 
the thousand men seemed to irritate the 
hairless puppy. Finally the door of the cot- 
tage opened, an old woman appeared, and, 
taking in the situation, fell to her knees, 
raised her hands skyward, and in Spanish 
cried: ‘‘ Lord, Lord, don’t let my dog bite 
the army!” 

A veteran of the civil war heard the story. 
He began to indulge in reminiscences and 
said: ‘‘One day during the civil war we 
were marching to a battle in which every- 
thing was against us. The Confederates had 
superior numbers on the ground, a better 
position, and we felt sure we were going to 
be defeated in that battle. As we marched 
to our doom a man in the ranks near me 
saw a jack rabbit leap from some near-by 
bushes and scamper off across the country. 
He looked at him for a moment, and then 
earnestly exclaimed: ‘Run, you coward, 
run! If I had no more reputation to uphold 
than you have, I'd run, too.’ ”’ 


CELEBRATED HIS RELEASE. 


Friends of Bindernagle Welcome Him 
On His Return from Prison, 


Ex-Freeholder Phillip Bindernagle, who 
was convicted of keeping a poolroom at 
Little Monte Carlo, yesterday completed 
his term of one year in the Hudson County 
penitentiary. His term was shortened sixty 
days for good behavior. He was taken to a 
coach by Ord Darling and Charles Binder- 
nagle, and drove to his home at the Hoff- 
man House, West New York, in which the 
pool room was kept. He was welcomed by 
a crowd of his townsmen, about 300 in num- 
ber. Every man carried a small American 
flag. AJl the bells in the town were rung, 
and the whistles of the factories tooted mer- 
rily. A stranger might have believed the 
people were welcoming one of the heroes of 


the Spanish war. 

Bindernagle shook hands with all his 
friends, and the shouting and waving of 
flags continued until he took refuge in the 
hotel. In the evening a baquet was given 
to Bindernagle, at which his friends made 
speeches congratulating him upon his re- 
turn to his home. In reply he said he had 
made no plans for the future beyond attend- 
ing to his hotel business. 

One of the queer features of Binderna- 
gle’s case is that the people of West New 
York re-elected him Freeholder after he had 
been convicted. When his appeal was de- 
cided against him and he was about to be 
taken to the penitentiary he resigned.

ANGELO:CARBONE INSANE. 
Convicted of Murder, He Was Kept 
in Custody . Four ‘Months 


After Proven Innocent. 


With mind wrecked from fear of death, 
Angelo Carbone sits all day in his mother’s 
little home at 166% Baxter Street, staring 
into vacancy and counting the hours which 
in his disordered imagination are leading 
him on to the electric chair..,.Convicted last 
February for the murder éf Natala Bragno 
in Leonard Street, and almost in the shadow 
of the Tombs, Carbone spent the intervening 
months to last June awaiting execution, his 
mind gradually giving way under the strain 
because he was an innocent man, and saw 
only death before him, unaware during the 
last days at Sing Sing that the real mur- 
derer had been captured and. was even then 
safely in a cell above him, 

After Carbone had been declared innocent 
he was brought to the Tombs,to await the 
process of law, to become a free man, and 
remained there, his lawyer says, from June 
until last Tuesday. Accompanied by his 
mother and sister he went home, knowing 
nothing, seeing nothing, but the electric 
chair, and counting the ‘hours until he 
should be strapped down and killed. The 
doctors think he is hopelessly insane, 

When Brugno was murdered at dusk one 
night last December by Alexander Ciara- 
mello while Brugno was fighting with Car- 
bone outside of a saloon, he disappeared 
like a flash, leaving the tell-tale knife and 
the bewildered Carbone as evidenzes cf his 
crime. The guilt seemed clear. Five po- 
licemen standing within pistol shot had seen 
the fight, but before they could get near 


enough to stop it Ciaramello had gone and 
Brugno was just able to feebly gasp and 
oint out Carbone as the murderer, before 

e died 

On the triat before Recorder Goff, the 
policeman swore that there were only two 
men engaged in the fight, Carbone and 
Brugno. A little boy who had seen it said 
he saw a man run away, but the prosecu- 
tion, conducted by Assistant District At- 
torney McIntyre, said that Carbone’s friends 
had paid him to testify in such manner. 
The case was clear to the rymen, it 
seemed so to the Judge, and Carbone was 
held guilty after a deliberation of but fif- 
teen minutes and a trial which lasted only 
six hours. 

Carbone’s friends then engaged Lawyer 
Palmiere, and’ Detective Petrosini’s services 
were enlisted. The latter found a plumbing 
firm’s watchman who had seen a man run 
away when Brugno fell. The description 
answered to that of Ciaremello. He was 
traced to Baltimore, and confessed his 
guilt. ‘I am glad you have come,” said 
he to Petrosini, who had captured him, “ for 
IT do not want tg see an innocent man die.” 

On this evidence Cliaremello was _ sen- 
tenced to imprisonment for life, and Car- 
bone declared innocent. 

The news seemed to make no impression 
on Carbone. His last sane words to Lawyer 
Palmiere, shortly before he was to have 
been executed, were: ‘‘I hope God will do 
me justice.”’ 

Now in the little Baxter Street home he 
sits cowering and muttering all day to him- 
self. His mother, who has pawned nearly 
all she had to save him, vainly tries to 
quiet him, but he stares at her with vacant 
eyes.

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THE REAL RACE PROBLEM. 

Mr. McKINLEY cannot solve the race 
problem; he can propose no legislation to 
Congress that will either prevent or pun- 
ish such outrages as have occurred in 
North Carolina; he can take no action, 
under existing laws, through the Attor- 
ney: General or otherwise, that will se- 
riously improve the ‘conditions under 
which the blacks of the South live. Prac- 
tically all that he can do—and that, in 
our judgment, he is bound to do—is to re- 
frain from appointing any more colored 
men to Federal offices in the South, 

These are humiliating admissions. The 
right of th» black citizens of the-South to 
vote and hold. office under the Constitu- 
tion of the United States is undoubted. 
Their right, under the State Govern- 
ments, to protection for life and property 
and for entire equality before the law 
so long as they are thémselves law-abid- 
ing is perfectly clear and specific. Out- 
side of the law and under the principles 
of American democracy there is not, the 
shadow of a reason why they should not 
have precisely the same rights as white 
men. As a matter of cold fact, they do 
not enjoy these rights; the Constitution 
and laws of the States and of the United 
States, which guarantee them, are not en- 
forced, and so far as the Federal Gov- 
ernment is concerned they cannot be; 
nor could any others, however strict or 
drastic they should be made. For that 
matter, no provisions more severe than 
those now in existence could be enacted. 

Who must be held responsible for this 
condition of things? The natural answer 
is} ithe Whites of the South, with whom 
the antagonism of race has been and is 
so bitter and its manifestation so law- 
less. Anu the natural answer is, to some 
extent, the just one. It is far from be- 
ing a complete one. The whites of the 
South would have done far better. than 
they have had it not been for what we 
regard, and have always regarded, as the 
selfish, mischievous, and unprincipled 
course of the politicians who for a quar- 
ter of a century have determined the pol- 
icy of the Republican Party when in 
power, That policy has had two objects. 
One, and the earlier, was to secure con- 
trol of the State and Congressional elec- 
tions, so far as practicablé, by the negro 
vote. That soon ceased to be possible. 
Then, for a long time the second aim of 
the Republican policy was to secure for 
the politicians who determined it the 
control of the Southern delegations in 
National Conventions by means of negro 
votes. For some twenty years now Re- 
publican politics in the South has had no 
other real purpose than this. It has been 
a wretched, corrupt, and most shameful 
game and it has been played with reck- 
less disregard of the interests and the 
rights of the unfortunate race who have 
suffered nearly all the evils and enjoyed 
very little of the meagre advantages aris- 
ing therefrom. 

After the suffrage was given to the 
blacks, the true policy—that required by 
the highest expediency as well as by 
equity and humanity—would have been 
to divide the negro vote. Had this end 
been sought, or even permitted, the 
Southern whites would have provided all 
the safeguards required for the exercise 
of the suffrage and for the protection of 
those who exercised it. So far from pur- 
suing or allowing this, the Republican 
politicians have persistently sought to 
mass the blacks on their side and force 
the drawing of the line of color and race. 
And they have done this just as merci- 
lessly since it became clear that it would 
be cruel to the blacks as they did before. 
It is they who more than all. others are 
responsible for the “ solid South” and for 
the hold which the Populist demagogues 
have secured in that region, It is high 
time that Mr. McKINLEY recognized the 
situation as it actually is, and deter- 
mined to do nothing to make it worse. 
We have little hope that he will do so, 
but he faces a serious responsibility, and 
it is the duty of all cool-headed and hon- 
orable men, in or out of his party, to hold 
him to it. 





HOW DOES HE KNOW? 

Mr. CHAMBERLAIN’S speech at the Con- 
servative Club in London, reported yes-+ 
terday, was interesting and important. 
It is pleasant to learn that all his pleas- 
ant references to the United States were 
cordially applauded. But we are afraid 
that some of them may have béen ap- 
plauded under a misapprehension. Mr. 
CHAMBERLAIN, a& probably every one of 
his hearers knew, is just returned from 
a visit te this country. Moreover, he has 
with it very close personal] relations,

These facts may have induced his hear- 
ers to believe that upon American mat- 
ters he spoke as an expert witness. We 


| should be very glad to believe that ‘he 








didi, but wo .cannot help, having our 
doubts. There are too many facts on the 
other side. “To geeure the policy of an 
open door,” said Mr. CHAMBERLAIN, “ the 
best. security, in my opinion, is the desire 
of other nations, Mke Japan, Germany, 
and the United States, to preserve an 
open door.” How does he know that the 
United States “desire to preserve an 
open door”? It ig perfectly true, as he 
went on to say, that the interests of the 
United States in the Far East are identi- 
cal with those of Great Britain. If. the de- 
sires of our Government were dictated 
by the interests of our people, }it would 
of course desire to preserve the open door 
in China. But it has never yet been 
moved by the arguments. of those who, 
like this journal, believed that we ought 
to sustain the British demand of equal 
privileges against the Russian demand of 
exclusive privileges, to do so much as 
publish a single expression of sympathy 
with the British contention. Upon what 
authority doés Mr, CHAMBERLAIN deduce 
the desires:of the American Government 
from the interests of the American peo- 
ple? 

Again, the Secretary for the Colonies 
declared, in the course of. an eloquent 
appeal for the unity of®the English- 
speaking peoples: “ We shall welcome the 
United States in their new career as a 
colonizing Nation, because we know they 
are animated by the same motives and 
aspirations, employ the same methods, 
and love justice as ourselves.” Again, 
how can Mr. CHAMBERLAIN possibly know 
all this? What evidence have we given 
of it? In the Far East, as we have seen, 
the two countries, having no territorial 
but only commercial interests, might be 
expected to desire and demand the same 
things. But this has not moved us to do, 
or even to say, anything in support of 
our own interests, even when they were 
most directly threatened by the reported 
Russian seizure, tc be followed by a more 
or less hermetical closure, of the one port 
in China which it was most to our ad- 
vantage to have left open. 

The proof that in colonizing we are not 
“animated by the same motives and as- 
pirations’’ and do not “ employ the same 
methods” as Great Britain is the fact, 
upon which we yesterday commented, 
that we have confined to American ves- 
sels, which for this purpose do not ex- 
ist, the trade between this country and 
Puerto Rico. This was done by an exec- 
utive order in a matter in which the dis- 
cretion of the President was complete. 
We have failed to join, to our own ad- 
vantage, in the demand for an open door 
in China, and we have taken the earliest 
opportunity, to our own injury, to slam 
the door in the faces of all comers in 
Puerto Rico. We have never seen in the 
published speeches or writings of Mr. 
McKINLEY any evidence that he has ever 
spent thirty consecutive minutes in re- 
flection upon any other aspect of our 
commercial legislation than its vote- 
drawing qualities in the Eighteenth Dis- 
trict of Ohio. But he doubtless has an in- 
stinct that McKinleyigm or Dingleyism 
and “ the open door” do not go together. 
That instinct has prevented him from 
stimulating, has even instigated him to 
suppress, the trade between the United 
States and Puerto Rico. It will naturally 
have the effect, if we acquire control of 
the Philippines, of preventing him from 
encouraging our trade with those islands 
by allowing it to be carried by whoever 
will carry it cheapest. “A great empire 
and little minds,” BuRKE observed, “ go 
ill together.” The commercial nations 
may yet resent our rule, either in the 
Antilles or the Philippines, as it is in- 
augurated by Mr. McKINLEY, as more 
illiberal, more backward, and more op- 
pressive to traders of other nations than 
even that of Spain. If Mr. CHAMBERLAIN 
has any evidence to the contrary the 
time is ripe for its production. 

The opinion which the Corporation 
Counsel has given to the Controller in re-

gard to the exact status of the city serv- 
ice under recent decisions seems to us a 
sound one. He holds that it is impossi- 
ble, under the terms of the decision of 
tae Court of Appeals, to determine 
whether the act of ‘March 31 applies to 
the City of New York since July 1 or not. 
That it did not apply previous to that 
time there is no doubt. That it does now 
apply and must continue to do so until 
repealed or adversely passed upon by the 
Court of Appeals is the opinion of the 
Attorney General of the State, while it 
was the judgment of the Appellate Diyi- 
sion that it did not. 

The chief point in the law of March 31 
is the requirement that the rules made 
for the civil service in this city by the 
Mayor on the advice of his Civil Service 
Commission must be submitted’ for ap- 
proval to the State commission. If this 
requirement has been legal since July 1 
then a large number of appointees—some 
900 in all, we believe—cannot lawfully 
draw their salaries and the Controller 
cannot pay them without becoming per- 
sonally responsible for the amount. Of 
course it is intolerable that such a state 
of things can be permitted to continue in- 
definitely. The Corporation Counsel ad- 
vises that a case be sent as promptly as 
possible to the courts, by which the exact 
force of the law shall be determined, It 
would be extremely desirable that the 
Legislature, immediately ‘on “convening, 
should pass the law of March 31.in such 
manner as to make its application to this 
city perfectly clear; but this it is not 
likely to do. , 








DEMORALIZATION AT WASHINGTON. 

Army officers who think well of their 
profession and who ‘desire to feel and 
express pride in the service in all its 
branches and operations have been una- 
ble to conceal their mortification at some 
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conditions that have existed at Washing- 
ton and in the War Department since 
early in the year. To say of the army 
that, “all things considered, it has done 
véry well,” 19 about us damning faint 
praise as a trained, ambitious, and coura- 
geous officer of the army can be expected 
to hear, and yet many officers are hear- 
ing it, as they have heard it for months. 

The things that modify the praise due 
the army seem to us to be faults of ad- 
ministration for which only a few men 
who happen to be in positions of in- 
fluence with the President and in con- 
trol of the army, and apparently are 
more intent upon serving their own 
personal schemes of ambition, ought to 
be held to accountability by the country. 
These may properly become subject to 
the criticism of the President’s investi- 
gating commission, if that commission, 
taking advantage of the President’s ur- 
gent request that it dig deep, shall en- 
deavor to ascertain some of the causes 
for the hysteria, hesitation, loss of confi- 
dence, confusion, and consequent blun- 
dering that have brought the army into 
unfavorable comparison with the navy. 

It has been and is scandalous, for in- 
stance, that the Secretary of War should 
have sanctioned the practical suppression 
of Gen. Mites, whether that officer was 
overslaughed and humiliated to gratify 
the spite of Adjt. Gen. CorBIN or for any 
reason short of incompetency, which has 
not been openly charged and which cer- 
tainly has not been demonstrated. The 
Adjutant General has been a most indus- 
trious man. It was detrimental to the 
best interests of the service, however, 
and menacing to the success of the cam- 
paign he was assisting to carry on in 
June and July for Gen. CoRBIN to exert 
the influence he was permitted to enjoy 
at the White House, where he was and is 
a visitor at all hours, to promote his ele- 
vation to the chief command in place of 
Gen. MILEs. 

Nothing could have been more perni- 
cious than the subversion of discipline 
and confidence in the several divisions of 
the War Department and the assump- 
tion in the offices of the Secretary of War 
and the Adjutant General that the Quar- 
termaster General, the Commissary Gen- 
eral, and the Surgeon General were unfit 
to exercise in time of war the degree 
of authority and discretion accorded to 
them in time of peace. All of these 
departments were demoralized, stricken 
with hysterical and floundering symp- 
toms, and the Inspector General’s depart- 
ment was so degraded that its chief offi- 
cer has declared that nothing was left of 
it but a desk, all discretion and authority 
having been transferred from the In- 
spector General to Adjt. Gen. CoRBIN. 

It may be possible for Gen. CorBIN and 
Secretary ALGER to prove, if they shall 
be called upon to testify before the Presi- 
dent’s investigators, that Quartermaster 
General LUDINGTON was not a good officer 
simply because he had lived long enough 
and conducted himself with so much pro- 
priety as to become Quartermaster Gen- 
eral; that Commissary General EGAN 
knew less about provisioning an army of 
250,000 men than he should have known, 
and that Gen. SYERNBERG was not neces- 
sarily a forceful and efficient Surgeon 
General because he was an accomplished 
bacteriologist, and that orders purporting 
to be issued by Gen. MILEs shouid be 
framed, approved, and issued without so 
much as acquainting him in advance that 
they were to be issued. But it has been 
shown very plainly within a week, as it 
has been known at Washington and in 
the army for months, that the efficiency 
that might have been encouraged in these 
officers was impaired by withdrawing 
their authority, by contriving to have 
thtir orders disregarded, and by the im- 
p2sition upon them and upon the army of 
civilian officers who knew even less about 
army management than the Secretary of 
War himself. 

An unfortunate turn of the negotiations 
at Paris may compel a resumption of act- 
ive operations by the army and navy. In 
the light of experience and indifferent in- 
vestigation by the President’s commission 
it is to be hoped that the President will 
bear in mind that the Navy Department 
has fulfilled every expectation and justi- 
fied no scandal, largely because Secretary 
Lona has relied upon the advice of the 
trained officers at the heads of bureaus 
and has never found it necessary to keep 
an officer at the elbow of the President 
to impress Mr. McKINLEY with an undue 
sense of some ambitious man’s individual 
importance. 

It must be evident to:any person of or- 
dinary-foresight that a resumption of war 
with these conditions unchanged in the 
War Department must lead to a renewal 
of the record of blundering and scandal 
that has been made possible by the reten- 
tion of ALGER and the unrestrained as- 
sumption of influence and power by the 
Adjutant General. 
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American readers will be very ill-ad- 
vised who pay any attention to the 
comments oi: the Paris press upon the 
progress of the Spanish-American nego- 
tiations, or who consider those comments 
to be expressions of public opinion. They 
are, in fact, expressions of the private 
opinion of the owners of Spanish bonds, 
and they denote nothing except the some- 
what curious fact that those persons 
think it is worth while to spend good 
money on the Parisian press. There are 
some partial exceptions to the rule of 
venality in Parisian journalism. But 
that they are only partial is shown by 
the fact that it-was found practicable to 
muzzle the entire Parisian press in the 
matter of the Panama scandal, and that 
all the truth that was published about it 
in France was published by the cour- 
ageous M. LEROY-BEAULINU in L’Econo- 
miste Francais. The hounding of Zoua 
by the press of Paris has shown a condi- 
tion almost as bad, and one courageous 
journalist has been punished for speaking 
his mind by being expelled from the Le- 


gion which is still called “‘of Honor.” Of 
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a public press subservient to such influ-. 


ences, it does not in the least matter what 


it says. 





The meniory of Col. WaRING will be 
horored by a public meeting at Cooper 
Institute on the evening of Tuesday next, 
the 22d.

which Col. WARING was President at the 


time of his death; the Century Club, the 


Authors’ Club, and the Chamber of Com- 
merce. Owing to the large number who 
are anxious to take part in this public 
testimonial in honor of Col. WARING, the 
speakers will be somewhat numerous, 
and each will confine himself to a very 
short address. Among those who will 
speak are ex-Mayor STRONG, Bishop PoT- 
TER, Rabbi GoTrHeiL, President Low, Dr. 
FELIX ADLER, CaRL SCHURZ, REUBEN 
Simons, and Jacosp A. Rus. These gen- 
tlemen, it will be seen, represent in a 
marked degree the various phases of 
New York life with which Col. WARING 
was so strikingly connected. An an- 
nouncement will be made at the meeting 
in regard to the Waring fund, which a 
committee of the Chamber of Commerce 
has in charge. 








There is no reason to doubt the ac- 
curacy of the official explanation tele- 
graphed from Berlin of the change in 
the Kaiser’s homeward route. In fact, 
however, the announcement of his visit 
to Spain had been so attenuated by the 
successive reports that the execution of 
the programme would scarcely have ex- 
cited any susceptibilities. That a gentle- 
man engaged in the expanding and colo- 
nizing business should stop at Port Ma- 
hon was entirely natural. That port is 
not known or visited by ordinary tour- 
ists, it is said to be the finest harbor in 
the Mediterranean, and, as they say in 
Wall Street, it is very ‘“‘ weakly held.” 
The visit to Cadiz would have been very 
inopportune if the Kaiser had landed, 
and absolutely inflammatory if he had 
gone to Madrid. But when it was an- 
nounced that he would do neither of 
these things, and that he would simply 
take on enough coal to enable him to 
coast France without stopping, nobody 
any longer cared whether he stopped at 
Cadiz or not. 





Col. BRYAN’s latest message to the sil- 
ver Democrats, it may have been ob- 
served, while it insists that the notions 
embodied in the Chicago platform of 
1896 will be reasserted in 1900, makes no 
prediction that free silver will be a win- 
ning issue in the next Presidential cam- 
paigh. His self-restraint, in view of the 
fact that the success of the Republicans 
in Idaho, Kansas, South Dakota, Wash- 
ington, and Wyoming has promised to 
deprive the Chicago party and platform 
of 24 votes cast for Candidate BRYAN, 
and the partial recovery of Nebraska 
from the silver craze apparently make it 
plain even to a sanguine man that the 
silver candidate of 1900 cannot expect to 
get more than 144 Electoral votes. 





TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


—If somebody with courage and a good 
command of language would go to City 
Magistrate BRANN and deliver before that 
strangely misguided official a short but vig- 
orous lecture on the manners and methods 
that befit a servant of the public, it is 
just possible that New York would be 
spared for a while the pain and humilia- 
tion of reading another letter like that sent 
by him this week to Capt. F. M. GiBson of 
the Street Cleaning Department. Such few 
péople as knew Mr. BRANN before his ele; 
vation to his present position cherished 
no particularly high expectations as to the 
amount of wisdom and courtesy which he 
would display as a Judge, but even they are 
surprised by this revelation, and everybody 
else is astounded as well as disgusted by it. 
The communication which excited the Mag- 
istrate’s anger was not less respectful in 
form than it was judicious in. substance. 
Charitably assuming that the discharge, 
without punishment or reproof, of two°law- 
breakers who had been arraigned in the 
Yorkville Court, was the result of igno- 
rance of facts which a Deputy Commis- 
sioner of Street Cleaning has special oppor- 
tunities to know, Capt. GIBSON, as was his 
plain duty, wrote out a simple statement 
of the case and sent it to the person who 
obviously needed information. City inter- 
ests of no inconsiderable importance had 
been imperiled, and what could be more 
natural or commendable than that one offi- 
cial should call another official’s attention 
to what was going on? Instantly the Mag- 
istrate sat down and wrote a letter accus- 
ing the Captain of insolence, and ordering 
him to attend to his own affairs! We re- 
gret the necessity of telling the Magistrate 
that he, and not ‘his correspondent, was 
insolent, and that the latter, in pointing 
out the effect of the former’s conduct, was 
most distinctly performing his duty as a 
citizen and as a municipal employe. - For 
what does Magistrate BRANN take himself? 
Does he imagine that he is too great a man 
to receive information or advice from a 
fellow-servant of the people? He should 
abandon that idea as soon as possible, and 
he should do it with especial/speed in cases 
when officials of such long experience and 
such well-proven efficiency and intelligence 
as Capt. Grpson are kind enough to coun- 
sel him.

Three per cent. is not a profit that 
will attract all investors, but it is one that 
will attract many of them, and not the least 
important, and it certainly justifies the 
claim that the Mills Hotels are illustrations 
of strictly practical and businesslike benefi- 
cence. The satisfaction of their owner with 
the first year’s showing cannot be greater 
than that of their patrons. He can con- 
gratulate himself on having rendered as- 
sistance to his fellow men without having 
turned one of them into an habitual beggar; 
they can find an equal joy in the conscious- 
ness that acceptance of the proffered aid 
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has ‘Involved no slightest loss of self-re- 
spect. 


'——Another painful task that conscience 
imposes upon us is to condemn ag utter fail- 
ures certain attempts which some of our 
contemporaries make to give their weather 
stories a nautical twang by using the word 
* nor’easter.”” Our presumably well inten- 
tioned neighbor, The Journal, fell into this 
almost pathetically absurd mistake yester- 
day, and so must serve as text for these re- 
marks, but there are many other - papers 
that might, and we hope will, take them to 
heart and profit by them.: The objection to 
“nor’easter”’. is that nobody on land or 
water ever uses it—nobody, that is, except 
people who are trying to show familiarity 
with a dialect about which they know little 
and that little wrong. It is a fact that the 
sailor almost invariably contracts ‘“ north- 
west” into “ nor’west,” and that he elides 
the single consonant in all the many vart- 
ants of that*word which, by means of pre- 
fixes and suffixes he takes occasion to 
make. But his manipulations of “ north- 
east” are subject to a different rule. For 
some reason or other “ nor’east’’ doesn’t 
please the safior’s ear, while ‘ no’theast,” 
with the vowel well flattened, does please it. 
Bach combination of ‘north’ and “ east’”’ 
is treated in the same way. Hence should 
the would-be sea dog always write “ no’th- 
easter” and never “‘ nor’easter,”’ unless he 
wants to wreath with superior smiles the 
lips of those of us who really do get off 
soundings once in a while. 








—Excessive considerateness has not 
marked the occasional comments on “Chris- 
tian Science’’ which this column has con- 
tained, but they have been mild, indéed, in 
comparison with some that appear in The 
London Standard. Referring to the death 
of HAROLD FREDERIC, it says: “ There is 
no warrant for imputing culpable motives 
in this particular case; but it must be con- 
ceded, as a broad proposition, that if any 
one wanted to get rid of a person who hap- 
pened to be under his charge in illness, no 
more effectual means could be devised than 
that which is graced, by a strange distor- 
tion of words, with the pretentious title of 
‘Christian Science.’’’: Whether or not the 
startling suggestion which this sentence but 
thinly veils is one long since familiar to the 
practitioners of the infamous cult, we will 
not venture to decide. There is nothing, 
however, either in their theories or their 
characters that is incompatible with the 
idea of putting out of the way persons 
whose deaths would be profitable or con- 
venient. Well-to-do invalids whose natural 
heirs prate to them of the “power of 
truth” and advise against the employment 
of regular physicians have at least reason 
to meditate on the varied utilities of 
“ Christian Science’ and to think long and 
seriously before venturing into its noisome 
quicksanas. 





—Gen. FLAGLYR’s report casts no new 
light on the question why the United 
States went to war, the other day, without 
enough smokeless powder to load a single 
cannon or a singles rifle. He tells us again, 
what we knew only too well before, that 
when hostilities began experiments were in 
progress which might in time have supplied 
our army and navy with a powder even 
better than any of the varieties used 
abroad, but he does not tell why it had not 
long ago been forced upon the attention of 
Congress and the public that several pow- 
ders vastly superior tc what we possessed 
could be obtained for the buying, and had 
already been secured even by such coun- 
tries as Spain ana Turkey. It is well 
enough to put as much responsibility as 
possible on Congress, but whole mountains 
of it will still be left for the War Depart- 
ment to carry.

THE CANADIAN FISHERIES 


Commission Now in Washington 
~~ Discusses the Question. 


| 


fHE GROUND OF DIFFERENCE 


iritish Subjects Claim that the Present 
Conditions Operate Unjustly 
to Thei> Detriment. 


WASHINGTON. Nov. 17.—The commission 
which is trying to adjust differences be- 
tween the United States and Canada to-day 
held a lengthy session upon the two sub- 
jects which are regarded as of most impor- 
tance—namely, the North Atlantic fisheries 


and reciprocity. 

The fisheries question was practically 
taken up for the first time, and it was quite 
definitely understood that the position of 
the Canadian Government was made clear 
as favorable to granting enlarged rights to 
American fishermen in Canadian waters of 
the North Atlantic if, in return, Canadian 
fish are admitted free of duty to American 
markets. I. is expected that this will open 
up a wide range of discussion, and an im- 
mediate adjustment is not looked for, 

Concerning reciprocity, it has now devel- 
oped that, while some progress is being made 
in considering certain articles which will be 
the basis of reciprocity, yet the American 
Commissioners are likely to insist, as a pre- 
liminary to any reciprocity, that Canada 
shall wipe out that feature of her. tariff 
law which gives Great Britain a preference 
of 25 per cent. on all tariff duties. If this 
important concession is made by Canada 
and agreed to by Lord Herschell, who is 
looking after the interests of Great Britain, 
then, it is said, a reciprocity list will prob- 
ably be agreed upcn. Without the abolition 
of preferential rates to Great Britain, the 
opinion is very positively expressed that a 
reciprocity agreement cannot be reached. 

The reason for this, it is pointed out, is 
that the Ca..adian law giving Great Britain 
preference within the last year has diverted 
trade from the United States and turned it 
into British channels. The effect has been 
to reduce materially the sales of American 
cotton goods, hardware, and other lines in 
Canada and to increase the sales of British 


goods. Une of the American experts said 
to-day that the shipment of cotton cloth 
to Canada had fallen off from $1,775,000 in 
1897 to $783,000 in 1898, a loss of about 
$1,000,000, de to the fact that British cot- 
ton cloths received a preference of 25 per 
cent. in the duties. he American Com- 
missioners feel that if they can succeed in 
having this British preferential stopped it 
will be greater than any reciprocity agree- 
ment. he debate thus far has encouraged 
the American Commissioners to believe that 
they will succeed in having this preferential 
wiped out. \ 

The fisheries question is of long stand- 
ing, and, aside from its importance to the 
commerce of the New England and Cana- 

coast, it is said to give the basis for 

@ possible serious conflict between this 
country and Great Britain. Wearied by 
the length of the controversy, Canada of 
late has intimated that in case it remained 
open, recourse might be taken to the seiz- 
ure of American fishing vessels in Canadian 
waters. This, it is believed, would lead to 
serious international complications. This 
mas been the view of members of the com- 
mission, and as a result they are exceed- 
ingly anxious to secure a settlement of this 
uestion. st 1s understood that there is 
iome likelihood of a commission of Amer- 
ean, Canadian, and English lawyers being 
appointed to determine the meaning of the 
treaty of 18:8, which governs these fishery 
rights. The suggestion of this international 
body has come, it is understeod, from Lord 
Herschell. Should such a body be appoint- 
ed, its object would be to do away with 
the chance of any collision occurring be- 
tween the Canadian officials and American 
fishing vessels during the approaching fish- 


ing season. 

high Canadian official to-day stated the 
Canadian view of this fisheries question, as 
follows: 

“The International Commission will have 
@ serious difficulty to settle in the North 
Atlantic fishery question. It is a question 
which may give the commission some trou- 
ble. The position of the Canadian Govern- 
ment is not, I think, very well understood 
in the United States. The treaty of 1818 
provides, roughly speaking, that the United 
States fishermen shall not have access to 
the inhabited coasts of the Canadian sea- 
bo . On those coasts American fishermen 
are not entitled to land save for four pur- 
poses specifically named in the treaty, 
namely, for wood, water shelter, and re- 

rs. The object of the treaty was obvi- 
ously to give Canadians exclusive control of 
their own coasts as a base of operations for 
earrying on the fishery. 

“In 1854 the United States purchased the 

t to land on the Canadian coasts for 
other than the purposes named. American 
fishermen wish to buy bait in Canadian 

ew to ship crews to purchase supplies, 
Pie ing ice and to bond their fish; that 
is, totrans-ship them in bond either to Cana- 
dian railways or to steamers bound for the 
United States so that they may f get rid of 
their cargo quickly and hurry back to the 
banks, instead of carrying it to Boston or 
Gloucester and going back empty, which 
entails loss of time. he United States pur- 
chased these privileges in 1854 by abolish- 
ing the duties on Canadian fish. It pur- 
chased them again by giving free fish in 
return under the Washington treaty of 1871. 
So also, in 1888, the Bayard-Chamberlain 
project virtually granted free fish in ex- 
change for these privileges. That project 
was defeated in the United States Senate, 
but the modus vivendi which formed part 
of it and is in existence to-day provides that 
American fishing vessels which desire to 
have the benefit of the privileges shall pay 
an annual tonnage tax to the Dominion 
Treasury therefor. : 

“It will thus be seen that the United 
States has all along accepted the Canadian 
interpretation of Article I. of the treaty of 
1818 as the true interpretation. This being 
“the case, the United States is, I think, de- 
barred from now claiming the bonding priv- 
flege in Canadian ports for American fish- 
ermen as part and parcel of the general 
bonding system in existence between tHe 
two countries. The fact is as said, that 
under the treaty of 1818 American fisher- 
men have no right to land their fish in 
Canadian ports. If they had that right the 
Canadian Government would not hesitate 
for a moment to allow them to ship their 
fish_in bond by rail or water. Nor is it a 
gees tu quoque to say that the United 

tates permits Canadian fishermen to bond 
Canadian fish in American ports, That is 
true, as a matter of fact. but then there is 
no treaty, as in the other case, specifically 
excluding Canadian fishermen from going 
into American ports for that and other 
commercial purposes. 

“The present Canadian’ Administration, 
of which Sir Wilfrid Laurier is the head, 
has not since entering office in 1896 pressed 
the Canadian interpretation very hard: In- 
deed, it has allowed American fishermen 
nearly all of the privileges referred to, 
whenever under special circumstances they 
have submitted a request to be permitted 
to enjoy them. This course of action is 
strongly disapproved, however, by Cana- 
dian fishermen. A Canadian fisherman ard 
an American fisherman are fishing side by 
side on the banks. The American fisher- 
man sells his fish free of duty, of course, in 
the United States. The Canadian fisher- 
man, on the other hand, has to pay a duty 
on his fish going to the United States; ard 
when, in addition, he is asked, in the teeth 
of the treaty of 1818, to give his rival, thus 
favored by circumstances, all the easements 
and conveniences involved in the commer- 
cial gn, oe obtainable in Canadian ports, 
he feels that he is being asked to assist 
that rival in compassing his further injury. 
This, I suppose, 1s only natural. It is oniy 
natural, too, that the Canadians should ex- 
pect free fish, as in times past, in return 
for the concession of those easemeats. 

“The present Canadian Government 
seems most anxious to have this question 
settled. It would infinitely prefer a friend- 
ly adjustment, commercial privileges in 

anadian ports being seen for the 
free admission of Canadian fish !nto the 
United. States. If this is not done—I am 
mot making a threat, but merely siating 
the bare truth—there is no alternative be- 
fore it but to enforce the ireaty. The 
matter is one of no particular importance 
to the United States, the fishing industry 
of New England being now relatively of 
no great account; and every friend of 
peace and amity between the two coun- 
tries must earnestly hope that a way out 
of the difficulty may be found along the 
lines suggested.”

OUR NAVY YARDS AND DOCKS. 


Chief Endicott’s Report Is with the De- 
partment, Reviewing Improve- 
ments Made and Those Needed. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 17.—In his annual 
report to the Secretary of the Navy, Chief 
Endicott of the Bureau of Yards and 
Docks, makes a strong point of the neces- 
sity fof ample docking facilities, not only 
for small vessels, but for the battleships 
upon waters near Key West. He said this 
place was during the war, and may be in 
the future, an important base of naval oper- 
ations, able strategists having pronounced 
Key West and Dry Tortugas the key to the 
Gulf of Mexico, therefore it is held that 
careful study should be given to the subject 
to determine some point at which the very 
best docking facilities shall be provided. 


Had the war with Spain continued many 
months more the absence of docking facili- 
ties in those waters would have been most 
seriously felt, and might have effected its 
fortunes. 

The small showing we make in dock ac- 
commodationhs is very marked as compared 
with the other naval powers of the world, 
and although the expenditures for dry docks 
by the United States will be large in the 
next few years, Chief Endicott says he can- 
not fail to ask a contirfuance of the liberal 
policy in this particular until the country is 
well fitted for handling its fleet in the dock 
yards without compelling vessels to perform 
long sea voyages to-feach docking ports. 
The estimates submitted for the next year 
provide for only one new dock, which is to 
be of the largest type, constructed of granite 
and concrete, and located at the Norfolk 
Navy Yard. 

The report states that the United States 
has come into possession at the port of San 
Juan of a naval arsenal, founded in the 
year, containing a number of substantial 
concrete buildings and three good piers, The 
total value of the buildings and greunds is 
about $100,000, and it has been created into 
a United States naval station. 

The estimates for the various navy yards 
for the next fiscal year are as follows: 
Portsmouth, N. H., $306.000; Boston, Mass., 
$367,000; New London, Conn., $25,000; New 
York, $612,062; League Island, Penn., $755,- 
767; Washington, $205,000; Norfolk, Va., 
$2,000,000, ($1,500,000 being for a new dock;) 
Port Royal, S. C., $145,000; Key West, $112,- 
520; Mare Island, Cal., $851,750, and Puget 
Sound, Wash., $53,500. 

While detailing the needs and matters of 
importance of the New York Navy Yard, 
Chief Endicott complains of the bad policy 
shown in the sale of a large part of the 
grounds of the Brooklyn Navy Yard to the 
city, by authority of Congress, but in oppo- 
sition to the recommendation of the bureau, 
He says this was an unfortunate step; that 
although only four years had passed since 
the sale, the yard does not afford facilities 
in the matter of room for the work to be 
done. For lack of room. the greatest navy 
yard in the country probably will be limited 
to four graving dovks when it should have 
an area fer three times that number, to- 
gether with all its structure necessary for 
the repair and equipment for an expedition 
of the largest fleet the Government is likely 
to assemble in the harbor of New York. 

It is also said the bureau has reason to 
believe that the question of the removal of 
the cob dock, and adding its landed area 
to the river or Wailabout, will be pressed 
upon the attention of Congress at the next 
session, and it is earnestly urged that any 
project of this kind be approached with the 
greatest caution, and that no modification 
materially reducing the area of the dock be 
assented to unless it can be shown to be in 
the interest of the navy. Some enlargement 
of the northern end of the yard is recom- 
mended by the purchase of the triangular 
twelve-acre tract bounded by the navy-yard 
wall, Hudson Avenue, and the East River. 


TO MEET MILITARY EXPENSES. 


Measures to Provide Extraordinary 
Funds for the Army and the 
Navy After Jan. 1. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 17.—Chairman Can- 
non of the Appropriations Committee of the 
House has called a meeting of the Sub- 
Committee on Deficiencies to meet Satur- 
day, Nov. 26, to consider the estimates for 
the maintenance of the extraordinary ex- 
penses of the army and navy during the 
period from Jan, 1, 1899, to July 1, 1899. It 
will be necessary to frame and enact an 
Urgent Deficiency bill to provide for these 
expenditures before the holiday recess, as 
the balance of the $226,000,000 and the orig- 
inal $50,000,000 appropriated to carry on the 
war are nct available after Dec. 31. What- 
ever remains of these appropriations must 
be brougut back into the Treasury on that 


date. ; 
How much has been expended is not 


known, tut the presumption is that there is 
a considerable balance, as the appropria- 
tions were estimated to cover the pay 4%c- 
count for the full complement of 234,000 


soldiers provided for in the two calls of the 
President, and also for the temporary .n- 
crease: in the regular army. Neither the 
volunteers nor regulars were enlisted up to 
their full strength, and about 100,000 of the 
former have been mustered out of the sery- 
ice. While there should be a considerable 
balance on this account, it may be that the 
expenditures for clothing, food, transperta- 
tion, ordnance stores, medical stores, &c., 
have exceeded the estimates, and that little 
if any of the appropriations remains. The 
exact balance will appear when the Treas- 
ury Derartment submits the estimates to 
Mr. Cannon’s committee. 

Some difficulty, it is anticipated, may be 
experienced in getting this measure —— 
both houses before the new year, as its 
presentation may open up the whole ques- 
tion as to the conduct of the war. The Ap- 
propriations Committee will have the bill 
1eady for action as soun as Congress meets. 
Furthermore, it is the intention of the com- 
mittee to expedite the framing and consid- 
eration of the regular i yee bills 
in every possible way in the early portion 
of che session in order to avoid an extra 
session. 


THE RICH OSAGE INDIANS. 


Their Wealth Per Capita Greatest in 
the World—Wrongs of 
the Utes. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 17.—The Osage 
Indians are probably the wealthiest people 
per capita on earth. They are aristocrats, 
and scorn manual labor, according to Agent 
Pollock’s annual report to the Interior De- 
partment. They own over 800 acres of land 
for each man, woman, and child, and each 
receives an annuity of over $200 in cash. 
As an illustration, if an Indian and his 
wife have eight children, the annual cash 
income-of the family is over $2,000. Rather 
leading his white brother in this respect, 
he prefers the convenfences, luxuries, and 
dissipations of village life to agricultural 
avocation. He loves to sing and dance and 
rest, and he has plenty of money to support 
his family in idleness. 

Indian Agent Stephens of the Crow Creeks 
reports that a serious nuisance and detri- 
ment to progress, to correct which agents 
would have to co-operate, is inter-tribal 
visiting, demoralizing to the Indians, en- 
couraging idleness and nomadic habits, 
abandonment of crops, reckless distribution 


of property as presents, and neglect of 
saul Acton to minimize this mischief is 
urged, Z 

Capt. Cornish of the Uintah and Ouray 
Agency in Utah complains in his report that 
there never has been any settlement of the 
claim of the Uncompahgre, White River, 
and Southern Utes on account of the ces- 
sion of about 8,000,000 acres of land to the 
United States under a treaty of 1880 in con- 
sideration of certain ®enefits. The treaty 
required that tite land should be subject to 
cash entry only, and that the proceeds—

Nearly 82,000,000 to be Paid Them by 
the United States. 


WASHINGTON, Nev. 17.—The Court of 
Claims to-day rendered -a judgment of 
$1,961;400 in favor of the New York Indians 
who entered suit against the United States 
to recover the value of certain lands 
donated to them in Kansas and subsequeftt- 
ly disposed of by the United States, The 


award isin pursuance of a mandate from 
the United States Supreme Court. The case 
has been pending in the courts about five 
years. 

These lands had béén set apart as a reser- 
vation for them by the treaty of 1838, but 
the lands were never occupied by them, and 
were sold by the Government and _ the pro- 
ceeds placed in the United States Treasury. 
The Court of Claims originally decided 
against the Indians, but the Supreme Court. 
reversed that judgment and directed the 
award in their favor of the net amount 
actually received by the Government. for 
the Kansas lands, less the amount to which 
the Tonawanda and Senecas would have 
been entitled and less other just deductions. 


Restrictions on Importing Swiss Cattle 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 17.—This Govern- 
ment will decline to accede to the request 
made by the Swiss Minister for a removal 
of the restrictions imposed by law on the 


importation ofvcattle from Switzerland, ow- 
ing to the prevalence in the Swiss Republic 
of foot and mouth disease, which in the 
opinion of the Agricultural Department offi- 
cials endangers all the live. stock products 
of the country. The Swiss Minister called 
on Secretary Wilson yesterday for the pur- 
pose of ascertaining if something might not 
be done of a remedial nature, but the law 
is mandatory and the Secretary will be 
obliged to decline the Minister’s request.

A LEPER SCARE AT MANILA. 


Two Hundred Victims, Escaped from 
Confinement, Now at Large — 
Sickness Among Soldiers. 


VANCOUVER, Nov. 17.—The Empress of 
China, just arrived, brings disquieting 
news as tp the health of the American 
troops at Manila. In addition to the great 
amount of malarial and typhoid fever pre- 
vailing, malignant smallpox has appeared. 
The deaths in the hospital will average 
about 100 soldiers a month. 

There is a leper scare in Manila. Through 
the neglect of the Spanish officials nearly 
200 lepers have escaped from confinement. 
For a time this was unknown to the Ameri- 
can authorities, and the outcasts were al- 
lowed to wander at large. Orders have 
been issued to the effect that all lepers will 
be arrested and sent to a small uninhabited 
“island on the southeast of Luzon. On this 
island the American Government will estab- 
lish harborage for the lepers of the Philip- 


pines. They will be fed and cared for at 
the expense of the Government. As fas as 
can be ascertained, about sixty lepers are 
still at large on the streets and in the sub- 
urbs of Manila. 

Manila law courts have resumed business 
with Spanish Judges to hear all civil cases 
and American Judges to hear all criminal 
cases, 


NEWS OF THE PHILIPPINES. 


The Insurgents Accused by Americans 
of Hli-Treating Their Prisoners. 


MANILA, Noy, 17.—In a fire at Ermita 
yesterday evening, during which the Amer- 
i¢an soldiers worked splendidly and saved 
the neighboring houses, three persons were 
burned to death, 

The Spanish mail boat which recently 


arrived at Iloilo has been detained there 
by the Spanish Governor, who intends to 
use her if hostilities are resumed. 

The Rev. Mr. McKinnon, an American 
Chaplain, contradicts the statements made 
by Aguinaldo regarding the insurgents’ 
treatment of their prisoners. The Chaplain 
and others have seen the insurgents ill- 
treating prisoners, including women. 


BATTLE FLAG FOR SAILORS. 


Brooklyn’s Crew Gets Souvenirs of 
the Santiago Fight. 


By permission of the Navy Department 
the battle flag of the cruiser Brooklyn 
which floated at the masthead during the 


battle with Cervera’s fleet, has been di- 
vided among the crew by Capt. Cook. 
The flag was about 20 by 10 feet. It was 
riddled by Spanish shells and saturated 
with saltpeter from the powder smoke 
which floated upward during the battle.

Afterward Achieved Success as 
a Business Man. 


PARIS, Nov. 17.—Dr. Stephen H. Tyng, 
President of the American Chamber of 
Commerce, is dead. 

Members of the Rev. Dr. Tyng’s family in 
this city received word about two weeks ago 
of his serious fllness, and his son, Stephen 
H. Tyng, vr., started for Paris, with his 
wife, as soon as he could arrange his af- 
fairs. It is expected here that Mr. and 
Mrs. Tyng will arrive in Paris to-day. Mr. 
Sewall Tappan Tyng, another son, is in 
Minneapolis, his wife being in this city with 
her mother-in-law, Mrs. Stephen H. Tyng. 
The elder Mrs. Tyng has usually spent 4 
portion of each year abroad, and the re- 
mainder in New York with her sons. 

A career remarkable for its varied activi- 
ties is closed by the death of the Rev. Dr. 
Stephen Higginson Tyng. The son of a 
distinguished clergyman of the same name, 
he became successively the ‘popular and 
noted rector of a fashionable church in 
New York, the chief figure in a sensational 
church trial, the subject of the traditional 
“nine days’ wonder” upon his sudden re- 
tirement from the ministry, and an ener- 


getic and prosperous man of business in 
Paris. His culiar course was marked 
throughout with a distinctive stamp of orig- 


inality. 
Stephen H. tyne was born in Philadelphia 
on June 28, 1839. He was graduated from 


Williams College in 1858, studied theology, 


and was ordained a Deacon on May 8, 18¢1. 
After assisting his father, the rector of St. 
George’s Church, for about three years, he 
was made a priest on Sept. 11, 1868, and be- 
came rector of the Church of the Medi- 
ator in this city. He was an effective 
preacher. and his rise to popularity was 
rapid. As Chaplain of the Twelfth Regiment, 
New: York Volunteers, he went with his regi- 
ment to Harrisburg, Penn., during the latter 
part of the civil war. In 1865 he organized 
the Church of the Holy Trinity, and as its 
rector supervised the construction of a 
small edifice at Madison Avenue and Forty- 
second Street. The original building cost 
$5,900. Within a few years the congrega- 
tion grew in numbers. and wealth to such 
an extent that in 1872 a $200,000 building 
was erected on thé same site. The young 
Dr. Tyng became a local celebrity, and his 
church was invariably crowded. Its parish- 
ioners included some of the richest familles 
in New York. ‘ 

Dr. Tyng was exceedingly independent in 
his actions and liberal in his views. During 
the year 1867 he was tried by an ecclesias- 
tical tribunal for preaching in a Methodist 
church in New Jersey, which was a viola- 
tion of one of the canons of the Protestant 
Episco.ul Church. He was found guilty of 
the offense and ublicly censured. From 
1864 to 1870 Dr. Tyng edited The Working 
Church and The Christian at Work, and in 


1875 he took an. active part in the revival | 


movement directed by Moody and Sankey. 
His popularity with his congregation was 
apparently not impaired by his disregard of 
technical church laws. When at the height 
of his popularity he suddenly resigned his 
rectorship in 1881 and announced his inten- 


tion of retiring from the ministry. This ac- | 


tion caused widespread surprise, and was 
the sensation of the hour in New York 
church circles. 

There were various stories regarding the 
cause of Dr. Tyng’s resignation of a posi- 
tion which had appeared to be so full of 
promise and usefulness. His vestry, however, 


formally announced that his retirement was | 


due to impaired health and nervous trouble, 
and elected him honorary rector of the 
Church of the Holy Tririty, a position which 
he held for many years. Within a few 
months after his resignation as rector Dr. 


Tyng went to Paris as the agent of the |

made a careful] study of life insurance, and 
went to work with much earnestness to in- 
troduce American methods in Europe. In 
1887 he became the Mutual Reserve Asgo- 
ciation’s Director General for Continental 
Europe, and he retainéd that office up to 
to the time of his death. Dr. Tyng was suc- 
cessful financially in the insurance business, 
and being of an active and enterprising dis- 
position, he extended his interests into 
other fields. He became the President of 
the American Chamber of Commerce in 
Paris, and when he returned to this coun- 
try on a visit in 1893 he was entertained at 
a banquet by a number of New York busi- 
ness men and clergymen. 

Dr. Tyng was_an industrious and enter- 
taining writer. He published ‘‘ The Square 
of Life,” ‘“‘ He Will Come,” and several vol- 
——. of sermons entitled, ‘‘ The People’s 

ulpit.

James Fitzjames Searight, forty-eight 
years old, a thirty-second degree Mason and 
Master of Kane Lodge No. 454, known as 
the ‘millionaires’ lodge,’’ died Tuesday

Mr. Searight 
was born in Ireland, and when a young man 
went to Australia, where-he spent about ten 
years.

THE FINANCIAL MARKETS 


Again yesterday the total of transactions 
on the’ Stock Exchange approached 700,000 
shares, The market continued broad and, 
on the whole, strong. Although there was 
more or less irregularity to the course of 
prices, substantial net changes—those 
amounting to 1 per cent. and more—were 
in'the great majority of instances advances.

The sale of a single 
hundred shares of that stock lifted its price 
eight full points above the last recorded 
regular transaction. The investment de- 
mand is so great and good bonds are so 
searce and so dear that investors are natur-

Arbitrage firms were sellers inthis market 
yesterday, and there were also other heavy 
sales for the account of foreign interests.

SOME ATCHISON COMPARISONS. 

Messrs. Talbot J. Taylor & Co. have issued 
a letter to clients in which special stress 
is laid upon the position of the Atchison se- 
curities, which will be of much interest, in- 
asmuch as Mr. James R. Keene’s close con- 
nection with the house is well understood. 
Messrs. Taylor & Co. say: 


“The prediction made by men of sound’ 


judgment in all matters appertaining~ to 
Stock Exchange securities is that there, will 
shortly be an enormous demand from 
abroad for our railroad stocks and bonds, 
since the recent elections have proved to 
the world that the people of the United 
States will continue to pay all their obliga- 
tions in gold, the highest monetary stand- 
ard. ’ 

“Since 1893, when the silver agitation 
became pronounced. Europeans have con- 
tinued to sell American securities, fearing 
that they would sustain heavy losses from 
depreciation in holding them, having 
learned from practical experience that this 


has inevitably been the case in all their 
dealings in securities of countries adopting 
the silver standard of currency. 

‘Now that all fears of the United States 
espousing an inferior currency can be elim- 
inated, and, as the stocks and’ bonds of 
our standard raiiroads are one of the most 
attractive investments offered abroad, re- 
turning a large annual revenue, with more 
safety to principal, and with a_ readier 
market for them, than similar European 
securities, it is op logical to conclude 
that, all deterrents having been removed, 
the foreign demand for our securities in this 
and the coming year will reach unusually 
large proportions. If, as anticipated, this 
should prove the case, coupled with the 
already large local demand for railroad 
bonds and dividend-paying stocks, it would 
be difficult to foresee the level of values 
these securities might attain in their grad- 
ual absorption for investment, 

“There is mot a cloud on the railroad 
situation, although there is some talk of 
legislation against the Granger roads; but 
we do not believe this will amount to any- 
thing, as these systems are at present 
carrying freights.at prices which it would 
seem impossible to reduce.

SUGAR TRUST SELLING. 

Sugar Trust’ showed weakness during the 
greater part of yesterday, and at the close 
had scored a net decline of more than one 
point. During the day the stock sold below 
121. Apparently there was continued liqui- 
dation by interests recently identified with 
the long side. The pool which was hard at 
work some time ago driving out the short 
interests is now understood to have dis- 
banded, and much of its stock has been 


sold out. 

Regarding the recent advance in refined 
sugars, a Wall Street news agency yester- 
day printed the following as coming from a 


trade authority: 

“‘ Although the recent notice to the public 
of an advance in refined sugars came be- 
foré the published notice of advance in the 
price of raws, it is a fact, nevertheless, that 
the raw sugar market advanced before the 
quotations for refined became public. It 
seems that there are no raw sugars held here 
by importers because they consider raw su- 
gars high, and do not want to import or 
carry them in stock. It takes from four to 
six weeks to get sugar here from Europe, 
and the importers do not feel like taking 
this risk with the Louisiana crop in sight 
and making. 

“In the face of this shortage of spot raw 
sugars there came an unexpectedly large 
demand for refined sugars, which absorbed 
the limited production of the present output 
of the refiners and casual oversales. 

‘*In order to check the demand it was 
necessary for refiners to protect themselves 
by advancing prices forgefined to harmon- 
ize them with the world markets for raw 
sugars. 

“It is worth noticing, however, that the 
difference between raws and refined re- 
mains unchanged. 

“The large demand at this time of the 
year is stated in the trade to be quite ex- 
traordinary, and is dve undoubtedly to the 
fact that the grocers throughout the coun- 
try, expecting a drop in sugars, kept their 
supplies down to the very lowest limits. Be- 
coming disappointed in the strength of the 
raw market, they are now laying in sup- 
plies of refined. his means, of course, only 
a temporary spurt, and according to prece- 
dents, it will probably be followed by in- 
creasing dullness during succeeding months. 
Another evidence that this is only a tempo- 
rary spurt is found in the announcement 
to-day that the American Company has 
withdrawn its thirty-day guarantee.” 


PEOPLE’S GAS DEVELOPMENTS. 

After hanging between 106 and 106% dur- 
ing the greater part of yesterday, People’s 
Gas developed buoyancy just before the 
close and ran up sharply to 107144. The trad- 
ing.in the stock in the last half hour was 
remarkably heavy, inside interests working 
sauranatvely on the buying side.

VIRGINIA DEFERRED DEBT. 

Mr. Robert L. Harrison, Secretary’ of the 
West Virginia Debt Committee, gives the 
following statement to Tum NEw Yorrk 
TIMES apropos of the discussion now going 
on as to the debt and its disposition: 

The Virginia Debt Commission published 
a letter from the President of the Farmers’ 
Loan and Trust Company, dated Jan. 11, 
1896, showing that at that time only $8,664,- 
000 of certificates were represented by 
stamped trust receipts issued under the 
Walker contract of 1890. It will be remem- 
bered that such Walker contract provided 
that holders of the trust receipts might 
withdraw their certificates at any time 
after June 15,°1895, without cost. Over 
$2,000,000 of these certificates have recently 
been withdrawn from the trust company 
and deposited with our committee. 

This would leave oustanding a balance 
of only $6,664,000 of stamped trust receipts. 
Of course, our committee has a large de- 
posit of Virginia deferred certificates which 
were never covereg by the statnped trust 
receipts or otherwise deposited’ in addition 
to those already withdrawn. It may be 
safely assumed “bat certificate holders who 
have not already’ deposited will immediate- 
ly do so when they understand the situa- 
tion. The question is whether they will 
see the situation and deposit in time for the 
committee to prepare a proposition for the 
eee of West Virginia, which meets 

n. 11, 

It is obvious that, out of the $15,500,000 
of certificates, only $6,500,000 can at this 
time be represented by stamped trust re- 
ceipts, but the listing of these stamped 
trust receipts by the Stock Exchange in 
1890 seems to deter some holders from de- 
positing. These holders appear to be under 
a delusion about this matter, and do not 
understand that no settlement of the West 
Virginia debt can ever be had unless they, 
deposit under euch a contract as that pro- 
posed by our committee. 

The Hon. Marshall McCormick of Vir- 

nia, who was one of the leaders in the 

irginia Senate during the eight years in 
which the debt agitation was most active, 
has recently written a letter which ex- 
presses the situation exactly. It is as fol- 


lows: 
“ Berryville, Va., Nov. 8, 1898, 

“Dear Sir: I have received your letter 
stating that you ‘are met with the sugges- 
tion that the certificates are already depos- 
ited with the Farmers’ Loan and Trust Com- 
pany, and that the parties representing 
these deposited certificates claim to have 
made’ considerable progress, and that many 
holders are under an impression that a set- 
tlement may be had without any new con- 
tract.’ 

“The pamphlet published by the commit; 
tee gives the reason, which is conclusive, 
why the Legislature ought not to act and 
will not act unless the certificates og 4 
posited under a new contract. The Vir- 
ginia Debt Commission decided that they 
could not move in the matter unless the cer- 
tificates were reassembled. These being 
the facts, it is manifestly absurd to suggest 
that anv progress has been made. Nothing 
was attempted in either of the two last 
Legislatures. I undertake to say that you 
cannot find any one in either State who 
professes to understand this subject who 
will take issue with what is here stated. 

‘The truth is that certain parties in New 
York endeavored to manage this business, 
and having failed are now active to deter 
holders from co-operating with any move- 
ment which can succeed. If these parties 
are able to persuade a majority not to de- 
posit, then this debt is lost, and all the 
loss falls on the people who own the certifi- 
cates. As none of them are owned in either 
State, none of the loss falls here. The New 
York parties by deterring depositing are 
enabling West Virginia to escape ing 
anything, and the citizens of that ate 
ought to be very grateful to them. 

“This matter is in a nutshell. It is sim- 
ply a question whether a majority of the 
certificates: are held by New York parties 
who are so unsophisticated as to be misled 
into refusing to deposit until it is too late 
for the committee to prepare a proposition 
in time for the next Legislature. 

“IT have heard that the financial men of 
New York who are most looked up to for 
‘intelligence have already deposited and 
that the difficulty is with the class who are 
easily misled and do not take the trouble 
to form opinions of their own. It is very 
certain that holders have everything to lose 
and nothing to gain by delaying tg deposit, 
but I know of no way to influence holders 
who do not manifest sufficient interest to 
take care of themselves.’’ 


STANDARD DISTILLING ACTIVE,

In response to your inquiry, I beg to state that the property covered by the mortgage referred 
to consists of fifty-three miles of railroad extending from Hydes, in Elk County, Pa., to Clermont, 
in McKean County, Pa., passing through the towns of Centreville and St. Marys, together with 
about 10,000 acres of bituminous coal land and mineral rights in which are six mines in operas 
tion. The road is built in a very substantial manner, with stone culverts, iron bridges, and laid 
with seventy and seventy-five-pound steel rails, with a steel tie plate on each tie under the rail 
on the greater portion of the road, on first-class white oak and chestnut ties, and is stone ballast- 
ed throughout.

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CARNEGIE CASE 


The Steel Manufacturer Qualified 
for Service as a Special Juror. 


APOLOGIZED TO COMMISSIONER 


Said He Had Never Heard of Previous 
Subpoenas, and Unexpected Absence 
Prevented Obedience to the Last. 


Legal proceedings against Andrew Carne- 
tie for contempt were dropped yesterday. 
Mr. Carnegie appeared in the morning be- 
fore Henry Winthrop Gray, Special Com- 
missioner of Jurors, and vurged himself of 
the contempt for which a warrant for his 
hpprehension had been sworn out, for fail- 
mg to obey a subpoena that required him 
to attend before the Commissioner to testi- 
fy upon his qualifications for service as a 
tpecial juror. The subpoena had been served 
Nov. 1 at Mr. Carnegie’s residence, 5 
West Fifty-first Street, and was returnable 
Nov. 10, on which date Mr. Carnegie was in 
Pennsylvania. Following the usual pro- 
tedure, Commissioner Gray then had a war- 
tant issued for his arrest. 

In company with J. Adriance Bush, his 
tawyer, Mr. Carnegie arrived at 11:30 
p'clock yesterday morning at the Commis- 
tioner’s office, and at once underwent exam- 
nation. After reading the blank setting 
forth the necessary qualifications, Mr. Car- 
hegie said he could not subscribe to two, 


knd a lengthy examination and discussion 
foliowed, during which Mr. Carnegie ex- 
plained about his apparent neglect of the 
subpoena. 

George G. Leonard, a lawyer connected 

ith the Commissioner’s department, had 
een conducting the examination, when Mr. 

arnegie broke in to say: 

**I wish at this juncture to apologize for 

Y gross carelessness in not obeying the 
ubpoena served upon me.” 

Then Mr. Carnegie went on to explain 
how he was sitting at dinner when his 
servant said a man wanted to see him. 
did not see him then, but as soon as he 
gund out his business, went at once to 

m. 

Mr. Leonard recalled to Mr. Carnegie that 
he served the subpoena on him himself, and 
taid he hoped Mr. Carnegie would accept 
service, so that he might not be forced to 
adopt unpleasant measures. Commissioner 
Gray then interposed, and said that on a 
revious occasion, in 1897, when they had 
ried to serve Mr. Carnegie, his secretary 
had said that he was up stairs and re- 
fused to be seen. 

“*T never heard of an-attempt to subpoena 
me,’’ put in Mr. Carnegie, hastily, ‘‘and I 
would be the last man in the world who 
would try to evade anything like this.” 

After hearfng Mr. Carnegie’s explanation 
In not obeying the summons of Nov. 10, 
that he was intending to go to Pittsburg 
to deliver four addresses, Mr. Gray said 
he had no desire to oppress any one, but 
he considered that every man on the list 
of names certified to him had a right to 
be examined as to his qualifications to act 
as a special juror. 

‘‘T shall consider myeelf horiored if I am 
selected,”’ replied Mr. Carnegie. | 

In the examination for qualifications Mr. 
Carnegie at first would not subscribe to 
the requirement that a special juror shall 
give in all cases to a defendant, who fails 
to testify as a witness on his own behalf, 
the full benefit of the statutory provision 
that his neglect or refusal to so testify as 
a witness on his own behalf does not create 
any presumption against him. Also in sev- 
eral hypothetical cases of technical viola- 
tion of the law proposed by Mr. Leonard, 
Mr. Carnegie claimed he could not find a 
verdict of guilty. 

In answer to 
negie said he 
the charge of 
his own views, 
was biased or 


other questions Mr. Car- 
would try to comply with 
a Judge, not agreeing with 
but if he believed the Judge 
unjust he would follow his 
pwn views, as he was not responsible for 
what other men thought. He said he could 
find a woman guilty of murder in the first 
jegree, and would try a woman without any 
partiality on account of her sex. While 
he did not believe in the death penalty, he 
would not fail to render a verdict of guilty 
on that account. If circumstantial evi- 
dence produced the effect of a certainty 
upth his ménd he would render a verdict 
upoH it alone. 

Mr¥. Carnegie said he was not inclined to 
believe in temporary insanity. When asked 
if reading newspapers would influence him 
in a verdict he said: ‘“‘I was born in Scot- 
land, and I think there they have a mind 
of their own.” 

The examination ended _ satisfactorly to 
Commissioner Gray, and Mr. Carnegie took 
oath before him, and was declared duly 
qualified to serve as a special juror. 


COHN BROS., KLEE & CO. FAIL. 


Trouble of Advertising Firm Precipi- 





tated by Filing of a Bankruptcy 
Petition by a Creditor. 


Cohn Bros., Klee & Co., advertising agents 
at 32 to 36 Park Place, were reported to be 
in financial difficulties yesterday, and it was 
stated that Samuel Sanders had been ap- 
peinted receiver for the firm at the instance 
of a creditor in another county. At the 
office of the firm the reporter was referred 


to their attorneys, Myers, Goldsmith & 
Bronner, for any information regarding 
their affairs. The attorneys stated that the 
liabilities are $150,000 and the assets are 
$275,000. 

“ The failure of Cohn Bros., Klee & Co.,”’ 
they said, ‘‘ was precipitated by the fil- 
ing of a petition in bankruptcy by one 
of the creditors. Two small notes of 
about $3,000 went to protest a couple 
of days ago, the parties refusing to 
renew the same and the banks refused to 
discount on account of rumors which af- 
fected the responsibility of Cohn Bros., Klee 
& Co. These rumors, we believe, were cir- 
culated by business rivals. Cohn Bros., 
Klee & Co. have been a little backward in 
the payment of their maturing obligations 
by reason of slow collections and the large 
amounts they have outstanding on their 
enormous advertising contracts. This con- 
cern had a contract with elevated railroads 
and other car companies in this city, Brook- 
lyn, and throughout the East and West for 
the advertising of various large concerns. 

“We believe that the real reason for the fil- 
ing of the petition was the fact that Samuel 
Sanders was appointed receiver by the Su- 
preme Court upon an application of one of 
the creditors. As to this we desire to say 
that we have made a motion to vacate the 
appointment of the receiver, and without 
doubt 1t won't be very long before the re- 
eeiver is removed. Threats of bankruptcy 
forced other creditors who were otherwise 
willing to give an extension to apply for 
the receivership. A meeting of the creditors 
will be called at once, and if the concern is 
allowed to continue in the business, which is 
such a large and extensive one, their adver- 
tising contracts being enormous, they will 
be able to pay all their creditors in full. Of 
course, if they are pressed to the wall, the 
individual contracts which they have will 
fall, and naturally their affairs will not be 
able to realize enough to pay their maturing 
obligations.’’ 

The petition in bankruptcy was filed 
against Cohn Bros., Klee & Co. yesterday 
by Edward Swan, attorney for Barron G. 
Collier, whose claim against the firm is 
$553 for services in advertising in street 
cars in the South. It was alleged that 
the firm had conveyed about Nov. 10 a large 
portion of their property to several of their 
creditors, had suffered, while insolvent, cred- 
itors to obtain a preference through legal 
proceedings, and permitted a receiver to be 
appointed for a large part of their property. 
The partners are Louis Cohn, Isaac J. Cohn, 
Moses J. Cohn, Sigmund Klee, and Melville 
A. Sheldon. ee made.a specialty of car 
advertising, in which they built up a very 
large business, and two years ago they 
claimed to be worth over $280,000. The bust- 
ness was started in 1885 by Louis Cohn, 
who admitted his brothers to partnership in 
1890, Mr. Klee became a partner in April, 
1895, and Mr. Sheldon in December, 1895. 


PRODUCE EXCHANGE PRANKS. 


Case of Alfred Churchman Against C. 
H. Lippmann Disposed Of. 


The Floor Committee of the Produce Ex- 
change, of which J. W. Ahles is Chairman, 
disposed yesterday of the case of dough- 
ball throwing, in which Alfred Churchman 
was complairant and Clarence H. Lipp- 
mann of J. Mario, Liebman & Co. defendant. 


The charge was that Noy. 3 a cigar was 
knocked out of Mr. Churchman’s mouth by 
a missile made of flour paste. Mr. Church- 
man suspected the defendant because he 
was hiding behind a pillar. 

The committee did not take the case too 
seriously, and practically dismissed it while 
they admonished Mr. Lippmann and inci- 
dentally wageemes that Mr. Churchman was 
at times disposed to view pranks on the 
floor with no unkindly eye. The committee, 
however, issued a general ‘‘don’t do f 
again ’”’ pronouncement, and intimated tha 
in future it would be harsh with any one 
convicted of prohibited skylarking. 


SETTLED 


RAILWAY FROM PIER TO PIER. 


Public Hearing on Proposal to Build 
Elevated Freight Road Along 
West Street. 


The Sinking Fund Commission held a pub- 
lic hearing yesterday on the application of 
the North River Bridge Company for per- 
mission to use the marginal space or wharf 
along West Street. The company proposes 
to build an elevated freight railroad from 
Fifty-ninth Street to the Battery along the 
river front, having elevator facilities at the 
different piers for the hoisting of freight. 

James McNaught, counsel for the com- 
pany, quoted figures to show that the city 
was losing its commercial supremacy, and 
that its commerce would be greatly in- 
eee by the building of the proposed rail- 
road. 

A. B. Boardman of Tracy, Boardman & 
Platt opposed the application on the ground 
that West Street had been selected by the 
Rapid Transit Commission. as a route for 
the rapid transit road, and that the route 
would be interfered with by the granting 
of the application. 

The Mayor said he questioned the right 
of the commission to give away property to 
a railroad company, and said the property 
sought was worth $200,000,000. Mr. Mc- 
Naught asked that the legal aspect of the 
case be referred to the Corporation Counsel. 

The commission adjourned without tak- 
ing any action, 


CITY’S CIVIL SERVICE RULES. 


Corporation Counsel Whalen Selects 
Test Cases for Court of Appeals 
— His Opinion. 


Corporation Counsel Whalen wrote yester- 
day to Controller Coler informing him that 
two cases had been selected to take to the 
Court of Appeals to determine whether the 
appointments and dismissals from office 
since July 1 under the civil .service laws 
were legal.. Mr. Whalen also advised the 
Controller in regard to a letter received by 
Mr. Coler from George McAnneny, Secre- 
tary of the Civil Service Reform Associa- 
tion, relating to the decision of the Court of 
Appeals in the case of Leet versus Keller. 
Mr. McAnneny informed the Controller that 
all appointments and dismissals made since 
July 1 were illegal and that the Controiler 


would be held to account for salaries paid 
to illegaly appointed persons. 

After reciting the history of the case, Mr. 
Whalen says: 

The decision of the Appellate Division did pass 
squarely upon the merits of the case, but in the 
Court of Appeals, unfortunately, while the order 
was affirmed, the result was somewhat different. 
In that court the opinion was written by Judge 
Gray, and embraced two points: 

First-That the Law of 1898 did not apply to 
New York City, which was still, governed by its 
charter provisions. 

Second—That in any event there was another 
ground upon which the order should be affirmed, 
which was, that the act of 1808, if it imposed 
any obligations upon the city of submitting its 
civil service rules to the State Commission, did 
not :mpose such an obligation until July 1, or 
after the dismissal of Leet. 

The court, with the exception of Judge Martin, 
concurred in the second ground mentioned. In- 
ferences have been drawn that the Court of Ap- 
peals meant to hold that the law of 1898 did 
apply to New York City. Other theories have 
been maintained to show that the court could 
not agree upon this proposition, and therefore 
remained silent. Whatever the reason may have 
been, the Court of Appeals has remained deliber- 
ately silent upon the vital question in the case, 
and in view of this silence it is impossible for me 
to advise you that a mere presumption or as- 
sumption as to what the Court of Appeals would 
have decided on this question had it passed upon 
it is sufficient to overrule the only decision of an 
appellate tribunal which has passed upon the 
question. 


LOSS BY ELECTION BONFIRES. 


Asphalt Pavements Injured $100,000 
Worth, Mayor Is Told. 


A delegation of property owners from dif- 
ferent parts of the city called on Mayor 
Van Wyck yesterday afternoon and com- 
plained about the lighting of bonfires on the 
streets. They said that asphalt pavements 
had been injured to the extent of $75,000 or 
$100,000 cn election day and night. The po- 
lice, they said, had paid no attention to the 
boys who had started the fires. 

* ““T have been told,” said the Mayor, 
that the Chief of Police sent out orders 
to the policemen to see that no fires were 
lighted. We have 7,500 policemen, and they 
should be able to stop it.’””. The Mayor later 
Sent a communication to Chief Devery.

Central Office detectives are engaged in 
investigating a robbery which occurred at 
the Holalnd House during the evening of 
Oct. 31, when nearly $3,000 worth of jewels 
were stolen from the apartments of Mr. 
and Mrs. Henry R. McLane, on the fourth 
floor of the hotel. Although the robbery 
was reported to Capt. McClusky on the 
day following its occurrence, the matter 
has been kept secret, to better facilitate the 
tracing of the property. A corps of detect-‘ 
ives has been making every effort to capture 
the thief or thieves, but thus far in vain. 

The stolen property. consists of nearly 
thirty pieces, of various descriptions. Many 
of the articles were wedding presents, and 
others had been purchased during the Mc- 
Lanes’ wedding trip in Europe, from which 
they returned on Oct. 26. They were mar- 
ried in St. Saviour’s Church, London, on 
Jan. 1. 

Mr. McLane is a wealthy Wall Street 
broker and a member of the Union League, 
Lambs’. New York Yacht, and other clubs, 
and his wife is the daughter of Frederick 
A. Schroeder, former Mayor of Brooklyn. 

On the evening of Oct. 31 the McLanes 
left their apartments at 7 o’clock and went 
to the theatre, feaving the jewel bag locked 
in the top drawer of a dressing case. Hav- 
ing occasion to open the drawer at noon of 
the following day, Mrs. McLane discov- 
ered that the jewels were missing. The 
drawer was locked as on the evening pre- 
vious, and its remaining contents had been 
left undisturbed. The furniture in the 
apartments had not been disarranged in the 
slightest degree, and the doors of the 
apartments were securely locked. No phys- 
ical clue whatever had been left behind. It 
is believed that either a professional sneak 
thief entered the apartments and opened 
the drawer by means of skeleton keys, or 
that an employe of the hotel committed 
the robbery in a similar manner. Although, 
the night watenman at the Holland House 
reported that no stranger was seen near the 
McLane apartments during the right of the 
robbery, the police are_watching the va- 
rious hotel employes. Mr. and Mrs. Mc- 
Lane are now in Hot Springs, Va. 

Tne robbery is similar to one which oc- 
curred at the Hotel Savoy a few days ago, 
when several hundred oars worth of 
jewels were taken from an apartment while 
the owners were at dinner. 


CUSTOMS LAW REMEDIES. 


Senators Platt and Jones Inspect the 
Appraisers Department, 


United States Senators Orville H. Platt 
of Connecticut and J. K. Jones of Arkansas, 
in their capacity of official investigators of 
the practical workings of the customs ad- 
ministration act in this city, spent yester- 
day in the Appraiser’s office. The Sena- 
torial committee submitted certain proposi- 
tions to the Appraiser, which he in turn 
submitted to the Assistant Appraisers for 
consideration and report. 

Three points of importance will be brought 


to the attention of Senators Platt and 
Jones in connection with the work of the 
Appraiser’s office. One relates to the ten- 
day bond provision, which for some time 
has practically been a dead letter. The 
Appraiser thinks that such a provision 
should either be made effective or abolished 
altogether. The second point is with regard 
to the 1 per cent. penalty now me on 
derelict importers. A desire has been ex- 
pressed by many importers for a modifica- 
tion of this penalty clause which will allow 
the importer more leeway in adjusting his 
entries. The third point is a suggestion 
that the fee now exacted from all importers 
who appeal from the Appraiser’s rulings be 
rebated under proper circumstances. ther 
changes in the law will be suggested with 
regard to undervaluations and the marking 
of goods.

JOPPOSED TO FOUR TRACKS 


Amsterdam Avenue Residents Will 
Fight Another Trolley. 


MAY BRING TAXPAYER’S SUIT 


J. A. Beall Sends a Letter to the Mayor 
Favoring Delay Until Legislative 
Action Can Be Taken. 


Residents of Amsterdam Avenue who are 
opposed to the substitution of electricity for 
horse power on the tracks in that avenue, 
which are owned by the Third Avenue Rail- 
road Company, are arranging for a mass 
meeting to give public expression to their 
sentiments. A list is being prepared of the 
property owners on and near Amsterdam 
Avenue who are opposed to having four un- 
derground trolley tracks on that thorough- 
fare. The committee having the matter in 
charge says that this list will be a long one. 

J. A. Beall, acting in the interest of the 
protesting Amsterdam Avenue residents, 
sent a letter to Mayor Van Wyck Wednes- 
day in which he suggested that if the per- 
mit granted by the Commissioner of High- 
ways to the Third Avenue Railroad Com- 
pany was recalled and withheld until after 
the Legislature meets legislation could prob- 
ably be obtained to compel the two com- 
panies to operate their cars upontwo tracks. 

He also added: ‘‘ Your Honor seemed to be 
a good deal concerned by the consideration 
that a refusal of the permit would compel 
the railroad company to resort to litigation. 
Are not individual citizens and property 
owners whose safety, rights, and comfort 
will be as they believe jeopardized. entitled 


to quite as much if not more consideration 
than the railroad company? It is certainly 
a much greater hardship for these indi- 
viduals to be required to litigate for the 
purpose of protecting their safety and their 
property than it is for the railroad corpora- 
tion to be compelled to do so for the purpose 
of enhancing tne value of its property or 
gaining some advantage which at this time 
it has not.” 

The Citizens’ Committee, of which Thom- 
as A. Fulton is Chairman, will wait a few 
days before taking further action to. see 
whether the Mayor intends to comply with 
its request to revoke the permit granted 
to the Third Avenue Railroad Company 
to open Amsterdam Avenue for the purpose 
of laying the electrical conduits. Should 
the Mayor decline to interfere, the com- 
mittee will consider the feasibility of bring- 
ing a taxpayer’s suit to prevent the laying 
of the two additional underground trolley 
tracks. The members of the committee 
have been advised that the proposition 
that both the Metropolitan and Third Ave- 
nue lines use the same set of tracks in 
Amsterdam Avenue is entirely practicable. 

In reply to the assertion of the Third Ave- 
nue management that the Metropolitan 
Company will not permit the former to use 
the Metropolitan tracks, the committee says 
that the charter of the Forty-second Street 
Railroad Company, which was specially 
granted by the State Legislature in 1873, 
authorizes that company to “run on, and 
over, and intersect, and use the tracks of 
any other railway company upon the streets 
and avenues referred to in this act, and if 
compensation cannot be agreed upon for 
such use, the amount may be determined 
by condemnation proceedings in the usual 
way.” 

Edward Lauterbach, counsel for the Third 
Avenue Railroad Company, said that, under 
existing State laws, no railroad company 
could condemn the tracks of another com- 
pany for a longer distance than 1,000 feet. 
He declared that the Third Avenue Rail- 
road Company had offered to make an ar- 
rangement with the Metropolitan people to 
use the same set of tracks in Amsterdam 
Avenue, but the Ninth Avenue Railroad 
Company, which owned the Metropolitan 
tracks, had objected. 

“We do not want to antagonize the resi- 
dents of Amsterdam Avenue,”’ continued 
Mr. Lauterbach, “‘ and we feel that much of 
this opposition is caused by an unwarranted 
fear that the substitution of electricity for 
our present horse power is going to in- 
troduce another element of danger. No 
car can be stopped more quickly than the 
cars on an underground trolley system, and 
I certainly do not think that we are going 
to introduce any additional dangers into 
Amsterdam Avenue. We shall be in no 
hurry to begin work on Amsterdam Ave- 
nue, and I am willing that the matter 
should be’ taken into court and settled 


there.” 
DEATH TAKES MAN AND WIFE. 


Lived Together Fifty-two Years; Died 
a Few Hours Apart. 


After living together fifty-two years 
Joshua I. Bragg and his wife, Sarah H. 
Bragg, died at their home, 12 West Sixty- 
fifth Street, only twenty-two hours apart. 
The husband, seventy-six years old, died 
Tuesday night at 7 o’clock. The wife’s 
death followed at 5 o’clock Wednesday aft- 
ernoon. Mr. Bragg contracted a severe cold, 


which culminated in pneumonia a week ago’ 


last Monday. Mrs, Bragg, who had been 
ill for some time, was prostrated when her 
husband was pronounced to be in danger. 
Mrs. Bragg, though conscious to the end, 
was not inforred of her husband’s death, 
as hope was held out that she might re- 
cover. 

Mr. Bragg was born in Andover, Me. He 
came to this city when twenty-one years 
old, and was employed as a teacher in the 
Mechanics’ Institute School, on Crosby 
Street. He became acquainted with A. T. 
Stewart, who was then teaching Latin in 
this school, and first suggested to the mer- 
chant the use of stools in front of the 
counters in his Broadway store. He was 
employed by the New York Central Rail- 
road for twenty-three years, and was able 
to attend to his duties until he was taken 
sick. An unmarried son and daughter sur- 
vive. Funeral services will be held in the 
First Reformed Episcopal Church at 10 
o’clock this morning. The interment will 
be in Cypress Hills Cemetery.

FIGHT FOR WINTERS MILLIONS. 


Justice O’Gorman, a Subscribing Wit- 


ness to the Will, Says the Tes- / 
tatrix Was Capable. 


Surrogate Fitzgerald yesterday resumed 
taking testimony in the contest over the 
will of Anne Maria Winters. The contest 
involves the possession of a fortune esti- 
mated at $2,000,000. Mrs. Winters, who was 
about seventy-five years old, bequeathed 
salmost her entire fortune to her third hus- 
band, Byram B. Winters, about forty years 
her junior. The contest is making by sev- 
eral nephews and nieces of the testatrix. 

Civil Justice James A. O’Gorman, who 
was one of the subscribing witnesses to the 
will, was called to testify to the testamen- 
tary capacity of the testatrix. He said that 


in his opinion Mrs. Winters was perfectly 
capable. 

Mr. O’Gorman was asked whether those 
present at the execution of the will had 
had anything to drink at the house of Mrs. 
Winters. 

“TI drank apollinaris. I think there was 
wine served.”’ ' 

“Did Mrs. Winters take anything?” 

“My impression is that she drank a 
glass of wine.” 

The witness said that Mr. Winters had an 
office with him prior to his marriage, and 
that he had advised Winters to get mar- 
ried, as it was a good thing for all young 
men to do, 

‘“*Did you know at that time that Mrs. 
Winters was nearly old enough to be Mr. 
Winters’s grandmother?” asked ex-Surro- 
gate Ransom. 

“TI did not,” was the reply. ‘‘ Mr. Win- 
ters told me that she was plenty young 
enough to go into society.” 

“Did you know before you went to the 
house on the night that the will was ex- 
ecuted that Mr. Winters was to be the 
principal beneficiary?’’ asked Mr. Ransom. 

* Yes, I think he told me so.” 

“Did you know that Winters had made 
a will bequeathing all of his possessions to 
his wife? ”’ 

“*T understood so. I am not sure that the 
will was ever made.” 

An adjournment was taken until Jan. 9. 


LEGAL NOTES. 


NEWLY DISCOVERED EvVIDENCE.—George 
Keister secured judgment in his favor a 
year ago on the trial of an action which 
he brought against William Rankin to re- 
cover for services as an architect in supér- 
intending the erection of the Hotel Gerard. 
He claimed on quantum meruit 5 per cent. 
on the cost of the building, Rankin alleged 
that the agreement was to pay 2 per cent. 
It appeared that in October, 1893, Rankin 
requested Keister to draw a contract be- 
tween them, and that two typewritten 
drafts were made. Rankin testified that 
the draft contract handed to him contained 


the typewritten words “two per cent.” 
Keister testified that when he handed the 
draft to Rankin the word “two” was not 
inserted, but that there was a blank before 
the words “ per cent.’”’ The draft was dic- 
tated, he said, to his stenographer, of whose 
name he was not then certain, but who 
he thought was a Miss Fleming, and whose 
whereabouts he did not know, although he 
had made some effort to find her. Judgment 
on verdict for the plaintiff was, with some 
modification, affirmed on appeal. Immedi- 
ately after the trial Rankin tried to find 
Miss Fleming, but up to last July he could 
find no trace of her. Then he learned that 
she resided in New York, and that her name 
was Alice Louise Fleming. On July 12 he 
procured from her an affidavit on which he 
moved for a new trial. A denial of that 
motion, made upon the ground that the evi- 
dence was cumulative, has been reversed 
by the First Appellate Division. Presid- 
ing Justice Van Brunt, giving the opinion 
of the Court, said: ‘‘ The rule which for- 
merly obtained, (for what reason has never 
been explained,) that where newly discov- 
ered evidence was cumulative, a motion for 
a new trial thereon should be denied, has 
been in furtherance of justice virtually abol- 
ished. It seems to be apparent that newly 
discovered evidence may be of such im- 
portance upon an issue as to which evidence 
has already been given, as though no evi- 
dence upon that point had been adduced 
upon the trial.” The rule to be applied, the 
Court said, should be whether the new evi- 
dence was of such a character as to be like- 
ly to produce a different result upon a new 
trial. Upon the claim that it was too late 
to make such a motion after appeal and 
affirmance of *he judgment, the Presiding 
Justice said: “It is never too late to do 
justice; and where the ends of justice re- 
quire that a new trial should be granted, the 
i oh mg —~ although the case

FIRE CAUSED By GASOLINE LAMP ON Ex- 
TERIOR WALL.—A policy of insurance was 
issued by a Lioyds Insurance Company 
upon property in Waliabout Market, Brook- 
lyn, described as “ stock of wood and willow 
ware, contained in the two-story brick build- 
ing.” &c. By the terms of the policy the in- 
sured was privilegec to use electric lights, 
and among the things which “should 
not be kept, used, or allowed in the above 
described premises ” was gasoline. In a suit 
brought by John Kohlman and another 
against Walter Selvage, as General Mana- 


ger, &c., to recover upon the policy, it ap- 
peared that the fire ws caused oy the rt 
plosion of a gasoline Jamp, which was being 
used daily before daylight by a tenant 
named Schoonmaker, dealer in garden 
truck, who rented from the plaintiffs a plat- 
form in the rear of the building. The plain- 
tiffs claimed the subject of the insurance 
was stock in the building, and not the build- 
ing itself, and that the placing of a gasoline 
lamp opon the exterioz wall of the building, 
within which the stock was contained, was 
not within the prohibitory clause of the 
policy. A dismissal of the complaint upon 
the trial has been affirmed by the First Ap- 
gee Division. Justice O’Brien, who gave 
he unanimous opinion of the Court, said 
among other things: ‘The plaintiffs thus 
having control of the premises, which in- 
cluded the building, were placed under the 
obligation of seeing that no gasoline was 
used in violation of the terms of the policy. 
Yet they leased the plitform of the rear of 
the building to a man who for some time 
prior to the fire used a gasoline lamp, re- 
sulting in the very consequences which the 
underwriter had stipulated against.” That 
the plaintiffs did not know of the existence 
of this lamp, was held io be no defense, and 
to be no excuse for failing to keep the obli- 
gation they assumed of Seeing.to it that no 
gasoline was used on the premises. 
aad 

CONTROVERSY ABOUT RENTAL OF A MINE. 
—The Millie Iron Mining Company, in 
August, 1890, leased its iron mine in Michi- 
gan to Ernst Thalman and others for two 
years from the Ist of January, 1891. A roy- 
alty for ore removed was to be paid, and 
payment on 5,000 tons of ore wgs to be 
made whether it was removed or not, the 


royalty to be treated as rent. The tenants 
did not take possession, nor demand pos- 
session. The company remained in posses- 
sion, and removed some ore in each of the 
two years. In April, 1895, the company 
sued in the Supreme Court in this city for 
rent and taxes. The defendants set up that 
they were notified they could not have pos- 
session, and that, although ready and will- 
ing to take possession, they were prevented 
from doing so. On the trial, it appeared 
that in December, 1890, D. S. Dessau, Presi- 
dent of the company, and Simen Dessau, 
Secretary, wanted a loan of $15,000, and 
said to Thalman: ‘If you don’t make the 
loan, you can’t have the mine,’”’ to which 
Thalman replied: ‘* Well, we can do with- 
out the mine.’”” The First Appellate Di- 
vision has reversed judgment given on ver- 
dict directed for defendants, holding, by 
Presiding Justice Van Brunt, that it was 
necessary for the defendants, in order to 
put plaintiffs in default by refusal of pos- 
session, to show such refusal upon due de- 
mand, after the term had commenced. The 
plaintiff, it was held, was not required to 
abandon its mine or to leave it vacant. 


Coroner’s Jury Accuses Emory. 


A Coroner’s jury yesterday brought :n a 
verdict holding William Emory of 349 East 
Forty-fifth Street responsible for the death 


of his wife on Nov. 6. He was committed 
to the Tombs to await the action of the 
Grand Jury. Mrs. Emory’s death vas due 
to burns caused by the explosion of a 
lamp, and several witnesses testified that 
Emory threw the lamp at her.

RAILWAY SURGEONS MEET 


The New York State Association 
Holds Its Eighth Annual 
Session. 





HOW INJURED ARE CARED FOR 


Many Papers Read Showing the Man- 
ner of Local Service—Plant Sys- 
tem’s Hospitals—Officers 
Elected. 


The eighth annual meeting of the New 
York State Association of Railway Sur- 
geons was held yesterday in the building of 
the Academy of Medicine, 17 West Forty- 
third Street, divided into a morning and af- 
ternoon session. The attendance was large. 
Dr. C. B. Herrick of Troy, the President, 
was in the chair. 

The entire morning session was given to 
the consideration of ‘‘ Surgical Service on 
Railways,” a subject that was introduced 
by George Marsden of Middletown, claim 
agent of the Ontario and Western Railroad 
Company, who read a paper on ‘“‘ A Service 
with Local Surgeons Only.’’ Mr. Marsden 
said that what is the best plan for surgical 
services on railways must be determined by 
the length of road, the number of employes, 
the speed, frequency, and class of trains, 
and the character of the countgy through 
which the road passes. Under the plan 
adopted by the road he represents, he said, 
an arrangement is made with surgeons at 
various points on the line, by which they 
agree to attend professionally any person 


injured on the road within a prescribed dis- 
tance of their residence, or that may be 
brought to them, it being understood that 
the company has the first claim on their 
services at any time of the day or night, 
and to the exclusion of all other business. 
The road also has an arrangement with one 
of the New York hospitals and with local 
hospitals along the line. 

Dr. J. F. Valentine, Chief Surgeon of the 
Long Island Railroad Company, explained 
in an informal talk the working cf the 
Employes’ Mutual Relief Association, the 
strict system of physical examination, and 
the plan of chief and local surgeons em- 
ployed on his road. He also descrived the 
hospital car, which was built in ‘897 at the 
Dr. Val- 
entine apologized for his lack of prepara- 
tion on his subject by saying his time had 
been taken up with the sick soldiers at 
Camp Wikoff. Dr. Doty, Gen. Young, ard 
Dr. Valentine united in a recommendation 
to the Secretary of War that all typhoid 
cases be sent away to New York or other 
cities along the coast. But nothing was 
done until a month or six weeks after 
that, and then patients were sent away as 
suggested. ‘The whole of Montauk Point 
became filled up with typhoid bacilli, he 
said, so that if troops should be sent there 
next year more cases of the fever will de- 


velop. 

A paper by Col. S. G. McLendon of 
Thomasville, Ga., attorney for the Plant 
System, on ‘“ Relief and Hospital Depart- 
ment,’”’ was read by Dr. F. Caldwetl of 
Waycross, Ga., Chief Surgeon of the Plant 
System. Mr. McLendon asserted that on 
the Plant System there is the only relief 
and hospital department on anything like 
a large and complete scale in the United 
States. 

Said he: ‘‘ We have a system of hospitals 
at convenient points and equipped with 
every possible facility, and we think our 
hospitals are as complete as any in the 
country.” 

The rekKief scheme, he said, provides, at a 
small cost of monthly dues, medical, surgi- 
eal, and hospital, treatment, sick benefit 
during the period*of disability, and a grad- 
uated scale of natural death benefits. 

Dr. Caldwell said that the hospital system 
saved money to the relief department be- 
cause patients recovered more quickly in 
the hospitals. He said the Northern hos- 
pitals were managed too extravagantly and 
stated that the average cost of treating the 
patients on the'Plant System in 1897-8 was 
only $1.75. 

Drs. Theodore D. Mills, Middletown; Dr. 
Cc. S. Parkhill, Hornellsville; Dr. R. S. Harn- 
den, Waverly; Dr. S. W. Latta, Philadel- 
phia, and L,.L. Gilbert of Pittsburg, too 
part in the discussfen. 

At the afternoon ‘session President Her- 
rick delivered an address on “ Surgical 
Technique,’’. by technique referring to the 
various details that are carried out previ- 
ous to the. operation itself. A few years 
ago, he said, the technique was of the cru- 
dest kind. Sterilization was unrecognized as 
a necessity. But as*the necessity became 
recognized for rendering materials germ 
free, the idea of sterilization was born. Dr. 
Herrick said that while technique has done 
much for surgery, the increaséd skill of the 
operators has been a constant factor in 
obtaining results.’ The speaker’s conclusion 
was that surgery will be able to revert 
toward simplicity rather ‘than to elaborate 
present methods.

COL. LUSCOMB GIVES UP. 


He Asks to be Relieved from Reore 
ganizing the Thirteenth Regiment. 


Col. Charles H. Luscomb, formerly of 
the Thirteenth Regiment, who for the past 
five months has been trying to reorganize 
the regiment under orders from Gov. Black, 
has requested to be relieved from this duty 
and be placed on the supernumerary list. 

Col. Luscomb was appointed by Gov. 
Black immediately after the disbandment 
and about twenty of the former officers of 
the regiment were assigned to assist him, 
At the beginning the progress was en- 
couraging and Satisfactory, but owing, it 
is said, to the active interference of the 
Veteran Association and some of the form- 


er officers and non-commissioned officers, 
the men who had taken the oath of enliste 
ment refused to fulfill the agreement. 
Those upholding Col. Luscomb in his work 
say it was particularly unfortunate that the 
attack upon the work of reorganization 
took the form of vague statements that Col, 
Luscomb had in some way secured his‘own 
appointment at the expense of Col. Watson, 
and this idea, it is argued in some quarters,’ 
although without foundation, seems to have 
been very considerably entertained. When 
Col. Luscomb was questioned upon this 
matter he emphatically stated that the re= 


quest to reorganize the Thirteenth was a 


complete surprise to him. 
A friend of Col. Luscomb says his rea- 
sons are that in view of the existing senti- 


ment he is unwilling to have the reorgani- 


zation impeded by his presence, and he 
trusts to time and a better understandin 
of the situation to restore him to the 

and confidence of his fellow-soldiers,
